| Improved Stabilization Technique. In 1951, 
the U.S. Army Signal Corps Engineering 
Laboratories at Fort Monmouth, N.J., 
disclosed the progress they had made in 

| the stabilization processing of films and 
printing papers. The system described 
did away with the need for a separate 
fixing bath and substituted a 2- to 3- 
minute immersion of the developed ma- 
terial in a “stabilizing” bath, in place of 
the lengthy water wash usually required 
to make the photographic image reason- 
ably permanent. Its obvious military ad- 
vantages were the reduction of process- 
ing time and elimination of the need for 
huge quantities of water in field oper- 
ations. Disadvantages were the relative 
impermanence of the image and inevi- 
table staining during storage to the point 
where the image became completely il- 
legible and unidentifiable. Subsequently, 
progress has been made by private in- 
dustry to the point where stabilization 
procedures have become commonplace in 
oscillograph recording and other indus- 
trial applications where a quick result 
containing desired photographic informa- 
tion was more important than perma- 
nence. 

The British patent literature recently 
disclosed one of the techniques being 
adopted to improve the photographic 
quality and esthetic appeal of stabilized 
photographic prints by preventing the 
formation of yellow stains. The method 
in question was developed by K. Wenske 
and A. Warnke (Leonar-Werke, Ham- 
burg-Wandsbek, West Germany), and is 
described in British patent #768,401, is- 
sued February 13, 1957. It consists essen- 
tially of utilizing a developing agent pro- 
ducing uncolored oxidation products 
(such as sodium hydrosulfite, hydrazine, 
hydroxylamine or titanous salts) along 
with sodium thiosulfate and/or thiourea, 
which form stable complexes of the un- 
exposed and undeveloped silver halides 
remaining in the emulsion. To prevent 
the formation of light-sensitive com- 
pounds by the reaction of the resulting 
silver thiosulfate complexes with sizing 
resins in the paper, slow acting oxidants 
can be added to the baryta layer of the 
paper (2-5 grams per square meter each 
of barium chromate and barium iodate). 
Residual alkali can be neutralized by the 
further addition of an acid or acid salt 
of low solubility to the paper or to a 
separate layer, according to the patent. 


Ellipsoidal Enlarger Reflector. Reference 
was made in the July issue (page 107) 
to the Kodak Elipton Color Enlarger in- 
troduced at the Washington IPEX show. 
The lamp head is unique in as much as

paraboloid contour). The lamp is posi- 
tioned on the major axis of the ellipsoid, 
and does not interfere with the path of 
the light rays. We are reproducing below, 
for the enlightenment of interested read- 
ers, a schematic diagram of the essential 
enlarger parts and the paths taken by 
the principal light rays as they pass from 
the light source to the reflector and 
through the negative and optical system. 
It will be noted from the diagram and the 
photograph of the lamp head of the 4x5 
autofocus model of the Elipton enlarger 
that the lamp housing is not symmetrical 
and that the high end containing the lamp 
is positioned toward the rear.

May list of a “submarine” method of 


| motion-picture film printing. In the new 


technique, developed by Kodak, described 
in a paper by color technology researchers 
J. G. Stott, J. R. Turner, G. E. Cummins, 
D. E. Grant, and H. F. Breton, a portion 
of the film is dipped into a colorless 
liquid and kept there briefly during the 
printing exposure. [This is similar to 
the immersion of the negative in the 
silicone liquid, Refract-a-sil, in the Sim- 
mon holder.}] An important advantag2 
of the new Kodak method is that it 
eliminates the necessity of using a dif- 
fusing filter to reduce the effect of sur- 
face blemishes on the film. Elimination 
of the filter speeds the printing time of 
color materials to such an extent that 
it can be increased from a standard rate 
of 90 feet a minute with a 1,000-watt 
lamp to 200 feet a minute with a 500- 
watt lamp. The complete paper will be 
published in an early issue of the Journal 
of the SMPTE. 


Battery-Powered Projector. A sketchy 
news release describing the dimensions 
and features of a battery-powered projec- 
tor for 2x2-inch slides recently crossed 
our desk.

trial, and Professional Handbooks.) The 
procedure involves immersion of the par- 
tially processed color transparency or 
print, as the case may be, for one minute 
in full-strength Kodak Rapid Fixer with- 
out hardener solution. In the case of Ek- 
tachrome transparencies, the extra treat- 
ment takes place immediately after the 
final Clearing and Fixing Bath and prior 
to the final wash (in the case of the E-2 
process, prior to the wash and the sta- 
bilizing bath). For Type C color prints, 
the special treatment follows the Hard- 
ener Fixing Bath, and is followed by a 
16-minute wash (instead of 8 minutes); 
hardening: the final wash, and the buffer 
solution bath. For Type R color prints, 
the special treatment follows the Hard- 
ener Fixing Bath, and is followed by a 
20-minute wash (instead of 10 minutes); 
the stabilizing treatment, and the final 
water rinse. 

This technique is particularly valuable 
in the case of Kodak color prints, for it 
permits properly filtered remakes to be 
started immediately if the wet color- 
balance inspection shows the need for 
correction. The quality of the inspected 
color prints will be unaffected by the 
procedure as long as the viewing time 
after the Kodak Rapid Fixer treatment 
is “reasonably short” and the subsequent 
water-wash time is doubled as specified 
in the foregoing instructions. 


More About Fiber Optics. In T&T this 
past May, we reported the development 
of a revolutionary optical imaging system 
consisting of a bundle of hair-thin strands 
of optical glass up to 40 inches in length 
one end of which can be placed in front 
of the camera lens. The bundle can be 
bent, twisted, and knotted without affect- 
ing the optical qualities of the image so 
that the camera can literally see around 
corners. This so-called “fiber optics” sys- 
tem had been developed by a research 
team at the University of Rochester (New 
York) headed by Dr. N. S. Kapany and 
was originally disclosed in a pair of pa- 
pers delivered at the 4ist meeting of the 
Optical Society of America at Lake 
Placid, N. Y., in October 1956. The papers 
were recently published in the May 1957 
issue of the Journal of the Optical Society 
of America. The first, Optical Properties of 
Certain Dielectric Cylinders, by N.S. Ka- 
pany, deals with the properties of various 
transparent fiber materials with which 
the author experimented before selecting 
glass and quartz fibers as the most prac- 
tical for the intended purposes. The sec- 
ond paper, Image Transfer on Static and 
Dynamic Scanning with Fiber Bundles, 
by N. S. Kapany, J. A. Eyer, and R. E. 
Krim, describes further -experimental 
work performed at the Bausch & Lomb 
Optical Co., Rochester, N. Y., and de- 
scribes in detail the manner in which the 
system actually operates.

Slightly higher in cost than plain glass, 
the new product is being supplied to pho- 
tographic dealers here in sizes to fit 35- 
mm, 2'%4x2'4, 4x5, and standard stereo 
slide mounts as well as in large bulk 
quantities. 


Separate Fixing Baths. A reasonable ex- 
planation of why separate fixing baths 
are recommended for photographic films 
and printing papers was recently pub- 
lished by Edith Weyde of Agfa—in the 
January/February 1957 issue of Photo- 
blatter. Miss Weyde states that most 
commercial printing papers contain from 
2 to 3 grams of silver per square meter, 
of which about 50 percent is dissolved in 
the fixing bath. Films generally have a 
higher tolerance to dissolved silver in 
the fixing bath than paper, she continues, 
but the concentration of free thiosulfate 
in the paper fixing solution is halved by 
absorption by the paper base, which 
makes it inadvisable to use it for film. 
Fixing baths used for negative process- 
ing, on the other hand, often contain 
decolorized antihalation and sensitizing 
dyes which may in time lead to staining 
of prints immersed in them. 


More About EVA. The fascinating infra- 
red imaging device developed by Baird- 
Atomic, Incorporated, Cambridge, Mass., 
the Evaporagraph, was described and 
demonstrated in considerable detail by 
David Z. Robinson at the New York City 
winter meeting of the Optical Society of 
America last March 7. (The complete 
paper will appear in an early issue of the 
Society’s Journal.) An interesting point 
raised by Mr. Robinson was the fact that 
the instrument could be more accurately 
described as a “condensograph.” For, 
when the infrared radiations picked up by 
the germanium lenses of the instru- 
ment are focused on the blackened side 
of its imaging membrane, the volatile 
oil which forms the image condenses on 
the unblackened reverse side of the mem- 
brane (where it is viewed by refiected 
white light with a Newtonian telescope). 
As we mentioned in our previous report 
on EVA (T&T, July 1956), the oil con- 
denses more rapidly on the colder por- 
tions of the membrane than on the parts 
exposed to the warmer I-R radiations— 
the effect of the condensed oil being to 
change the optical thickness of the mem- 
brane and thereby its color, which is 
formed by wavelength interference. The 
membrane coloring ranges from yellow 
in the unexposed areas to blue in the 
most completely exposed. To clear the

But what’ll it do for my pictures ? 


Many years ago (at least five) someone 
writing in Infinity, the house organ of the 
American Society of Magazine Photog- 
raphers, and our worthy contemporary, 
had this to announce: 

“Everywhere I go amateurs ask how 
fast my lens is, but they never ask how 
gocd it is.’ 

Today, mere speed has become passé, 
and the questions thrown at a profession- 
al grubber among gadgets and gizmos is 
apt to be the very one they never asked 
that other fellow. Of course, there are 
exceptions .. . 

Q: I have a BLANK camera 
Should I buy a 
135-mm for it? 

A: Well, a 135-mm is a lot better at being 
a tele than a wide-angle, and the 35-mm 
is no dice as a tele. But you'll probably 
get more use out of the 35-mm, and since 
you're going to buy both in the end any- 
way, start with the wide-angle. 

Many queries concern two outstanding 
pieces of equipment of their type, widely 
used and admired by the best-people-be- 
hind-viewfinders. Q: Which should I 
buy?

A: Barring extenuating circumstances, I 
have to admit that I just don’t know. 

A few years ago I happened upon an 
up-and-coming young photographer, 
while he was busily engaged in spotting 
a pile of rather scabrous prints. 

“Why not use a bit of petroleum jelly,” 
I inquired, using the name of a commer- 
cial product that’ll get no puffs from this 
department, “Works fine,” I continued, 
adding that I never had to spot. 

“Don’t think Vaseline is any good,” he 
replied (little suspecting his future com- 
promising of this department’s eth‘cs). 

Taken aback by this wintry wind, I 
replied hotly, “Well Alfred Eisenstaedt 
taucht the guys at PIX to use it, and if 
it’s good enough for Eisenstaedt, it ought 
to be good enough for you.” 

My confrére pondered this last argu- 
mentum before answering. “No,” he 
finally said, “If it’s good enough for 
Eisenstaedt, and I like it, then it’s good 
enough for me.” 

And you know, he was quite right. 

If you grant that most photographers, 
amateur, professional, or what have you 
then I think it follows 
that 35-mm photographers are gadgoma- 
niacs, or at least gadgicts. The used- 
equipment counters of the nation testify 
to the rapidity with which our wildest 
enthusiasms fizzle away. More gadgets 
are made specifically for us than for any 
other group, and it isn’t just because God 
made so many of us. In the insulting 
‘rization of Madison Avenue, 

“Highly skilled consumers.” And I 
think we do it for the same reason that 
chap climbed Everest. 

Ask any photographer about equip- 
ment and 7-to-10 he'll praise the virtues

of sensible selection of necessary essen- 
tials, avoiding the superfluous, and fre- 
quently useless gadget, etc. Great advice, 
but get this—it’s for you, Jack, just for 
you. 

I do know a handful of photographers, 
maybe six, who really aren’t gadgeteers. 
One of them is my friend Ed Feingersh, 
a name, face, and camera who’s no 
stranger to these pages. Despite periodic 
backsliding, the most serious instance of 
which occurred some nine years ago 
when Ed, after much effort, adapted a 
child’s silk umbrella so that it could be 
attached to a miniature-camera’s acces- 
sory shoe. The idea was to keep the cam- 
era dry when taking pictures in the rain, 
and I must confess that I was quite en- 
thusiastic about the thing. 
camera, you see.) 

Ed abandoned his idea when, during 
an Initial Trial he realized that the 
gadget made it pretty near impossible 
(and extremely risky) to make vertical 
pictures. So out it went, not merely be- 
cause of its idiotic design, but, in a 
greater sense, because it failed to pass 
the Feingersh Test. This Test points up 
one of Ed’s greatest, or perhaps most 
noticeable traits. Here is a man who not 
only lives up to his principles, but who 
engages in full-scale, round-the-clock 
proseletyzing. The Test can best be illus- 
trated by its external application. The 
Two-Step attack proceeds approximately 
as follows:

Ever since I discovered Admiral SNIP/ 
SNAP I’ve been snip-snapping. Admiral 
SNIP/SNAP is, as far as this reporter is 
concerned, the greatest stride in the ad- 
vancement of 35-mm photography since 
Barnack discovered that taking pictures 
was more fun than figuring exposures. 
What is it? Why a new 2x2 slide mount, 
of course. Two-piece type. Plastic. Crystal 
clear. Pieces all look alike, actually are 
alike. How do you use them? Here’s how: 

First, take the slide in its cardboard 
Ready-mount and place in contact with 
an octagonal template provided. Template 
is actually nothing more than a 2x2 piece 
of stiff cardboard that’s had its corners 
lopped off. That’s the idea, you take a 
pair of scissors and de-cornerate the 
Ready-mount so that it matches the tem- 
plate. So much for SNIP, and let’s get 
SNAPPING! 

Now, pick up a plastic half-mount. 
You'll notice that the clear picture frame 
in the center bulges on one side, is flat 
on the other. If you think the bulgy side 
is the outside, you’re just plain wrong. It’s 
the inside. Place your slide in contact 
with the plastic and take a look at the 
four exposed corners (thanks to the 
SNIPPING you just did) and you'll im- 
mediately notice that two opposite cor- 
ners have holes, the other two raised 
studs. So, take another exactly identical 
plastic half-mount, put it bulgy side down 
on top of the other so that studs meet 
holes, and pinch the corners. This will 
produce just about the most spine-ting- 
ling SNAPPING you ever heard, and 
there you are, a mounted slide. 


Parallax tamed. 


One last word before I let you go for 
another month. Received a letter from 
Hal Levitt of Intercontinental Marketing 
who market all sorts of gadgets, gizmos, 
cameras, and lenses. Seems I wrote an 
article about the Leica IIIg for the June 
issue of this publication on whose other- 
wise unsullied page 128 I included the 
gratuitously inaccurate and completely 
misleading information that the Leicas 
M-3 and IIIg are the only two 35s whose 
built-in viewfinders provide automatic 
parallax compensation. What I wish I'd 
added is “. . . with the exception of the 
Voigtlander Vitessa N, Vitessa L, and the 
Vitessa T, which have all been equipped 
with automatic parallax correction in 
their built-in viewfinders for several 
years.” Does this help Vitessa shooters to 
take better pictures? You just know it 
does.—

A famous technician solves your problems 


Church-Window Exposures 

Can you give me some pointers on 
taking pictures of stained-glass windows? 
Can you get a correct reading by holding 
the meter right up to the glass? What 
if you can’t get to the glass?—T. te 
W.N.P., Lisbon, Portugal. 

We’ve answered similar questions from 
time to time but so many have come in 
during the past few months we'll briefly 
run through it again. The range of bright- 
ness of a stained-glass window may vary 
greatly from brightest to darkest glass. 
Best thing to do is measure light coming 
through the lightest area, then through 
the darkest area and decide whether 
window is predominantly a dark or light 
one and expose for this. If you expose 
for very dark areas, you may wash-out 
the lighter areas. (They can be touched- 
in sometimes with transparent colors.) 

When you can neither get right up to 
the window nor find a window to make 
tests on, try getting an over-all reading 
and then decide whether you need more 
exposure (for a darker window) or less. 
As a rule stained-glass window pictures 
are quite successful. Since you don’t 
need accurate color rendition to give the 
effect, you really have quite a bit of 
latitude in exposure, 


Rating Color Film 

I have recently seen some pictures 
made by a professional photographer 
friend on Anscochrome where he ex- 
posed for and developed to give one ex- 
tra stop. In comparison tests, many of 
these pictures seemed to be better than 
those in which the film was shot at the 
speed for which it was designed. Why do 
the manufacturers do this?—M.B.L., Ann 
Arbor, Mich. 

Manufacturers of color films have 
learned to play it safe—and to give the 
greatest possible latitude for margin of 
error. The regular Anscochrome made 
today is designed to be shot at a specific 
speed, but you will note that the profes- 
sional film packages all bear small slips 
of paper suggesting slight modification 
from the normal procedure. The film 
works best under the greatest number 
of conditions at its rated speed. For 
many subjects I, too, prefer the effect of 
the film pushed one extra stop for many 
reasons besides the added speed. The 
added speed, too, gives an advantage in 
sharpness (you can shoot faster) or 
greater depth of field, but on some sub- 
jects which tend to be contrasty anyway, 
the boosting of film speed can hurt the 
desired effect; where subjects tend to be 
less contrasty, the effect of the boosted 
speed is to put a little more snap into the 
picture, and at the same time, the lowered 
“d max” or black density appears to open 
up the shadows. Conversely, when I 
make copies of color transparencies and 


use electronic flash, I prefer to give 
Anscochrome a reduced speed rating of 
8 and develop accordingly to get a better 
saturation and to reduce the contrast of 
copying a transparency that you’d nor- 
mally get. 


Selling CU Kodacolor 

I have some pictures made from CU 
Kodacolor and would like to offer them 
for sale; should I have them made into 
transparencies or prints?—F.L.T., Yuma, 
Arizona, 

A good deal of my answer depends on 
what the transparencies are to be used 
for, or what the prints would be used for. 
If you have very good prints made on, 
let’s say, the new Kodak Type C mate- 
rial, they would be very good, although 
a national magazine might not be used 
to buying that kind of print and might 
not accept it. They would be more likely 
to accept a transparency; that is what 
they are used to. The color prints made 
on the new materials can be excellent if 
made by proper methods and trained 
technicians—but they must come from 
good color negatives to start with. The 
field of negative color is still quite new 
as far as professional use is concerned 
(although pros have been using the pro- 
fessional Ektacolor for some years) and 
it is slowly being accepted. 


NOTE: Some months ago we ran a com- 
ment in this column that we preferred to 
use filters that were of solid optical glass 
inasmuch as they did not tend to fade, 
discolor, or separate as do “sandwich” 
filters. I was promptly jumped by manu- 
facturers of bonded laminated filters who 
intimated I gave the impression that their 
filters would also separate, if dropped, or 
might discolor. I did not mention or in- 
clude bonded or laminated filters. Indeed, 
I assumed that most of my readers would 
know that a sandwich was two slices of 
glass with a coloring between them, just 
laid in. The bonded permanent filters, or 
the laminated ones, of course, do not tend 
to separate or get out of flat if they are 
dropped or mistreated. In fact, Tiffen 
claims that it is impossible to separate 
their permanent bonding under any con- 
dition. 

The point is, I think, that the manufac- 
turers of non-sandwiched filters are so 
afraid that people will think their filters 
are just a strip of plastic or gelatin be- 
tween glass that they are being extremely 
careful to point out the permanence of 
the bonding process. 





Questions of general interest to the color 
photographer will be answered in this de- 
partment.

CAMERA CLUBS ¢ 


If someone asked you right now, could 
you define a “nature” photograph? You 
might know what your idea of one is, 
sure—but would your definition hold 
up in a nature-picture competition, ei- 
ther within your own club or at the 
national level? 

This subject came up as the result of 
a thoughtful letter from a lady who is 
an active camera clubber, who enters 
her work in nature contests, and who is 
baffled. “Just when,” she wrote me, “does 
a picture cease to become a scenic shot 
and enter the nature Domesti- 
cated flowers and animals come under 
nature in its broadest sense, but so 
does man! “%

I directed my correspondent to a man 
who has made his very honorable mark 
in nature photography and who should 
know the answers if anyone does. He 
kindly with a copy of his 
reply to her, and a few excerpts from 
his letter are presented herewith. 

It’s his honest opinion that any set of 
rules or regulations as to what consti- 
tutes a nature picture would simply pro- 
vide material for unending controversy 
He cites two excellent examples of what 
he means. A couple of years ago, for in- 
stance, international nature salon 
ruled ineligible any slides that “showed 
the hand of man.” A beautiful autumn 
scene thus was rejected because in the 
distance there appeared a little section 
of a fence. Again, he points out, an in- 
teresting pattern shot of a knot in a 
weathered board went out because a nail 
head could be seen in it. “Ridiculous, 
certainly,” he writes, “but good illustra- 
tions of what happens when rigid rules 


are carried to extremes.”

Farther along, he cites some qualifica- 
tions which make sense. “In 
general,” he writes, “the postcard type 
of scenic shot is rejected at the national 
level in competition. Domestic animals 
and cultivated flowers are ruled out. Zoo 
animals sometimes get by if no fence 
or cage is shown.” His analysis of the 
1957 Rochester International shows that

HAL BERG Definitely, and not only photographs, but also art 
works, motion pictures, theatre, and every other 
means of expression. For education is a continual 
process. Since all forms of expression originate 
in life, the photographer must draw from it. Fur- 
ther, he must study the works of others who have 
their own particular experiences to express.

Hollow Hollywood 


A VISIT to Hollywood—made necessary by 
the doings on page 76—was a timely re- 
minder that the movie capital is still world 
headquarters for photographic flim-flam. If 
movies seem to be more realistic than they 
used to be it is probably because the studios’ 
counterfeiters have grown more skillful. 

| Although in recent years more movies have 
been made on location in foreign lands, eco- 
nomic pressures have stepped up the use of 
faked studio replicas. A striking case in point 
was the battlefield created in one of Warner 
Bros.’ huge sound studios for Darby’s Rang- 
ers, the film in which Venetia Stevenson will 
make her screen debut. Thousands of tons of 
earth were carted into this studio to simulate 
a battlefield complete with trees, vegetation, 
'and authentic mud. The entire area was en- 
| circled by an enormous painted sky. The cost 
of all this was prodigious, but the studio econ- 
omists point out that delays caused by weather 
on location could be far more costly. Here 
everything was under control. 

Roaming around Warner Bros.’ fabulous 
acres one found constant reminders that Hol- 
lywood technicians are masters of fabrica- 
tion, that most of what we see on theater 
screens is a contrived illusion. Sometimes, of 
course, the fabricators’ skill falls short of the 
mark as when the plastic whale in Moby Dick 
spoiled what could have been one of the great 
movies of all time. Might that also be the 
fate of Hemingway’s The Old Man and the 
Sea, which is now being filmed? The question 
arose as we watched Warner craftsmen fash- 
ioning plastic sharks with pliable tails to be 
maneuvered by skin divers concealed inside. 

Nearly everything that looks solid on screen 
is hollow inside. The cameraman, a slave to 
this conspiracy, is so busy trying to make the 
counterfeit look real that he has lost all touch 
with life and reality —Bruce Downes

Most photographers who consider pho- 
tography a creative medium feel uneasy 
about overshooting and most of them feel 
guilty for wasting material and time. They 
feel self-critical about it as though it were 
a personal weakness. Unfortunately, words 
like “overshooting” and “overcoverage” seem 
to imply waste. But the kind of overshoot- 
ing I would like to discuss is creative. For 
this there does not seem to be a suitable 
word. To understand this kind of shooting 
we have to analyze the mechanics of cre- 
ative thinking. 


The creative process is a universal one

and the same forces are in action when the 
individual is a creative research scientist, 
a creative inventor, a creative painter, a 
creative mathematician, or a creative pho- 
tographer. The scientific explanation of how 
creative ideas are born, or for that matter 
the mechanics of thinking as a whole, is not 
very precise, although we do know that the 
idea that comes into our consciousness is a 
result of some internal or external stim 
ulus. Some sort of association is necessary 
and a thought is usually part of a chain 
reaction. Some of the most original and 
creative ideas are born when one is least 
concerned with the problem or has appar- 
ently completely forgotten the problem it- 
self. These ideas can appear when we are 
shaving or driving a car. But new ideas do

n practically every nook and cranny of science, industry, and tech- 
: nology today 35-mm close-up photography is being relied upon 
increasingly as a dependable recording medium, a vital means of 
communication, and an invaluable research tool. To an increasing num- 
ber of amateur photographers, the close-close shot, frequently made with 
the camera lens in imminent danger of collision with its Lilliputian subject 
matter, presents a tremendously fascinating, and ofttimes frustrating, 
challenge that cannot be denied.

raphers who work at modest magnifications utilizing camera accessories costing as little as a 
few dollars and as much as the budget—anyone’s budget !—can bear. Like their technically 
minded brothers-in-bellows-extension in science and industry, these spare-time macro me-

The ideal instrument for such a portrait is the 
35-mm camera, essentially unobtrusive, with an array of 
long-focus lenses for undistorted head shots, with a big 
film load for fast and fumble-free shooting. 

The more experience I have directing people in 
movies or stills, the more I become convinced that di- 


recting is usually a fatal mistake except when working 
with expert and experienced actors. I once used 8x10, 
with a variety of lights which required “hold it” poses, 
then graduated to flash which could catch a fleeting ex- 
pression, and have been progressing further in that di- 
rection ever since. I am not alone; the whole journalistic 
approach has begun to make serious inroads even into 
advertising photography—for years a stronghold of 
the painfully posed picture. (Continued on page 111)

‘CONTACT’ SHEETS

f you are a serious 35-mm worker you probably make contact & 
prints of each roll of film. From these you can decide which a 
shots to enlarge, and get a rough idea of cropping, burning-in, 

and dodging before making the print. 


But how many times have you looked at one of these contact VTL AV\ANA 


sheets and wished the tiny prints were just a little larger, so you 


could study them without a magnifier and without eyestrain? 
Today, the 8x10 contact sheet is the most-used method of proof- 
ing 358. The film is cut into strips, placed in a contact printing 
frame, and the whole roll printed on one 8x10 sheet of photo- 
graphic paper. (The roll can be cut into seven strips of five ex- 
posures each, or six strips of six exposures each. The first method 
makes a neater job, but prints only 35, exposures; with the second, 
the strips must be just slightly overlapped, and all 36 negatives 


print on a single 8x10 sheet.)

New Rolleifiex 4x4 (left) features an 
LVS shutter, easy drop-in loading, and 
6o-mm Schneider Xenon f/3.5 lens, pro 
duces 12 pictures (41X41-mm) on a roll 


New 127 Starflex (left) is being 
manufactured by Eastman Kodak. One 
of two low-price box-type cameras being 
introduced, both sell for under $10. 


Another Eastman Kodak 127 camera 
is the Starflash (left), which has a built 
in flash. This camera has one setting 
for color, another for black-and-white 


A new system of color photography—127—has 


come into being almost over night. The sudden- 
ness of its birth can be traced to the popularity 
of the Super-Slide (the name for a cutdown 24x 
24 transparency) and some of the disadvantages 
of 35-mm color photography.

No. | is the reliable Kodak Wratten 
K2 Filter.

Ed studied and culled, 
putting the rejects aside and the “possi- 
bles” into a special box. Finally, Ed, after 
much soul-searching, picked Venetia Ste- 
venson from a photograph that had been 
submitted by Peter Gowland. It was not 
until two days after her selection that it 
was learned Venetia had become a War- 
ner Bros.’ starlet, who was about to start 
work as one of the feminine leads in 
Darby’s Rangers, under direction of the 
renowned William Wellman, a film to be 
released next year. 

Bruce Downes, editor of PopuLar PHo- 
TOGRAPHY, flew to Hollywood to meet 
Venetia and to complete all arrangements 
with Peter Gowland and Warner Bros. 
Scores of pictures were shot, publicity 
plans laid, and a schedule set up for 
Venetia’s appearance on the Ed Sullivan 
show in New York. 

Gowland made hundreds of ‘shots of 
Venetia, and each situation had to dem- 
onstrate an aspect of Super Ansco- 
chrome’s ability to solve tough exposure 
problems. The candlelight shot was se- 
lected for the transparency and Ansco 
assigned the job of making the 600,000 
duplicates to the Frank Holmes Labora- 
tories, Inc., in San Fernando, Calif.

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steady at 1/10 and even 1/5 but it is 
usually necessary to rest the camera 
against a doorway or other rigid support. 

A Rolleiflex was used for these avail- 
able-light pictures. To insure maximum 
steadiness I always use the magnilying 
glass and brace the camera against my 
forehead. I tripped the shutter with the 
thumb of my right hand. Rather than 
use a quick press which might jerk the 
camera, I squeeze the release. 

We were quite satisfied with the first 
dressing-table pictures but felt the film 
should be put to a much more severe 
test. The reader might question the 
amount of available daylight since there 
is no standard for comparison. The 
fluorescent tubes are constant—40 watts 
are 40 watts anywhere, but daylight 
varies all over the world. 

It was then decided to reshoot the 
dressing table under the most rigid con- 
ditions. No other available room light 
was to be used so the pictures were made 
at night. Rather than two fluorescent 
lights, only a single 40-watt tube was 
used. In spite of such obstacles it was 
again possible to carry depth of field in 
sharp focus with a hand-held camera, as 
is shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tions. Shooting directly into the light is 
the perfect test of available-light tech- 
nique. 

As you have no doubt gathered by now, 
the Venetia Stevenson-Super Ansco- 
chrome sittings were spread over several! 
days. We had time to process and evalu- 
ate the results between each session. To 
this point, things had been too easy 
What we needed was a real test, so, we 
turned to one of the smallest sources of 
light—candles. 

Here, enclosed in this issue of PopuULAR 
PHOTOGRAPHY is the transparency that re- 
sulted from this most difficult test. As 
you project it on your screen or view it 
through a pocket viewer, study the light 
and the color quality, and then reflect on 
how the shot was made. 

Besides using candlelight as the source 
of light, I added to the difficulty by de- 
ciding to hand-hold my 35-mm Nikon. I 
set the 85-mm lens at f/2, and the shutter 
at 1/20 sec. You have the amazing results 
before you. There is little more I can say 
about them that the enclosed transpar- 
ency doesn’t say for itself. 

However, there is another interesting 
aspect of this phase of the Super Ansco- 
chrome assignment. It is the arrangement 
of the candles. I placed a mirror behind 
the camera so that Venetia could see her- 
self and arrange most of the poses and the 
direction of candlelight herself. I have 
used a mirror for the last 16 years but 
this is the first time a model has done her 
own lighting and posing! It is surprising 
how much more interest people take in 
a sitting when they can see what’s going 
on. And what a help it is to the photog- 
rapher to be relieved of these two duties 
once in a while. It has always been my 
contention that a person knows his own 
best angles better than the photographer. 
After all, think of the thousands of times 
you see yourself in the mirror. The 
same reasoning applies to lighting. Why 
shouldn’t a person know whether the avail- 
able lighting is flattering to them or not.

Darkroom on Wheels

fessionals offer a refinement of the con- 
tact sheet: They put the strips of film in 
an 8x10 enlarger, then blow up the whole 
roll onto a sheet of 16x20 paper, giving 
a sheet of proof prints each measuring 
about 2x3 inches—four times the 1x12- 
inch contact-print size. 

One look at these large, easy-to-read 
16x20 “contact” sheets thoroughly sold 
me on the advantages of enlarged con- 
tacts. I decided I wasn’t going to be happy 
until I could make them in my own dark- 
room. This would have been easy, if I 
had an 8x10 enlarger. 

I began to plan building a simple fixed- 
focus 8x10 enlarger just for making en- 
larged contacts, then thought of a re- 
markably simple solution to the whole 
problem: using my 4x5 enlarger to print 
the 36 exposures on four sheets of 8x10 
paper, rather than on one 16x20 sheet. 

This would get around having to build 
the big enlarger, and also eliminate the 
need to stock 16x20 paper just for con- 
tacts and the nuisance of hauling out 
big trays to process them. I built a special 
glass carrier for my enlarger to hold the 
35-mm negatives. You can make one to 
fit most 4x5 enlargers in about one hour, 
for less than $2. 

From a hardware store or glass supply 
house buy two pieces of A-quality 
window glass 5%x114 inches, 3/32 inch 
thick. Have the store carefully polish and 
seam all four edges of each piece, to 
remove any sharp points that might cut 
you or scratch your negatives. The only 
other material needed is a roll of half- 
inch red Scotch tape. 

See photographs for step-by-step in- 
structions on making the carrier. First, 
the two pieces of glass are hinged along 
one of the longer sides by folding a length 
of tape over the edges of both pieces. 
Then run a strip of tape next to the edges 
of the two remaining long sides. When 
the carrier is placed in the enlarger it 
sticks out several inches—and will give 
you a nasty bump on the head if you 
don’t see it. Under darkroom illumina- 
tion the tape shows up well, and when 
the enlarger is on it glows red. Place two 
short pieces of tape about eight inches 
apart next to the hinged edge of one 
piece of glass to serve as guides in posi- 
tioning film. (When the glass sandwich 
is closed, the tape hinge and two warning 
strips should be on the outside and the 
two short guides on the inside.) 

Before trying out the carrier, clean 
the glass with a damp paper towel; then 
dry and polish it with a dry towel. I 
found a paper envelope best for storing 
the carrier to protect it from dirt and 
prevent scratches when not in use. 

Six-exposure strips of 35-mm film work 
best with this method. Place three of the 
six strips in the carrier, positioning the 
first so that it almost touches the two tape 
guides. Position the other two strips so 
they almost touch, then close the car- 
rier. Closing it will flatten the strips so 
their edges touch (they should not over- 
lap), permitting maximum enlargement

without wasted space between the films. 

Place the carrier and its 18 negatives 
in the enlarger just as you would with 
an ordinary negative carrier—but with 
half the glass sticking out the left side of 
the enlarger. With the lamp housing still 
up and the enlarger on, position the nine 
right-hand negatives in the subject area. 
Adjust the enlarger so their images fill 
an 8x10 sheet, then make your print in 
the usual manner. You can dodge and 
burn-in and since you use enlarging pa- 
per, it is no longer necessary to stock 8x10 


contact paper for making proofs. 

After printing the right nine negatives, 
simply slide the glass sandwich to the left 
and print the remaining nine negatives. 
Then remove the carrier, replace the first 
three strips of film with the second three, 
and repeat the operation. Four 8x10 prints, 
and you have “enlarged contacts” of the 
whole roll of film. These are four times 
the size of conventional contacts, large 
enough to study focus, expression, com- 
position, etc., and easily tell which will 
make the best enlargements.— 





Should Photographers Overshoot? 


a void. They are the result of a past ex- 
perience or a combination of experiences. 

Sometimes we are not even aware of 
the problem. We are like the man who 
invented a medicine for which there was 
no known disease and the problem seems 
to arise only after the answer is found. 
Although we do not know how to stim- 
ulate a specific idea, we definitely know 
that ideas are created by association. To 
come back to the creative process, John 
Arnold, a brilliant young director at 
M.1.T. where he conducts seminars in 
creative engineering, stated that the dif- 
ference between a creative and an an- 
alytical problem is that the creative prob- 
lem has more than one right solution 
while the analytical problem has only one 
right solution. This does not mean that 
all the right answers to a problem are 
equally good. As a matter of fact, the 
main problem for the artist is to select 
from among the right answers the one 
which will satisfy him best 

The first right answer to a problem is 
most likely to be the obvious one and al- 
though this does not rule out the possibil- 
ity that the obvious might be the best 
answer, the odds are against it. Chances 
are that the third, fourth, or tenth answer 
will be the most satisfactory one. It is 
easy to see how this relates to taking 
more than one shot of a subject. The first 
shot is the one the photographer thought 
about and planned even before he gets to 
the subject. As he is taking his first pic- 
ture he sees another angle, and while 
taking the second shot he sees a third 
shot with different lighting. With the 
fourth he may hope to get a different ex- 
pression and while taking the fourth he 
may suddenly see a detail which may ex- 
plain the subject better than the whole. 
So the very clicking of the shutter in it- 
self stimulates new ideas. In other words, 
the taking of the pictures, the using of the 
film, is in itself a creative process because 
it stimulates and brings new ideas. 

There is another factor involved and 
that is the subject’s communication to the 
artist. Often a painter will not know how 
the painting is going to look until he puts 
brush to canvas. As he works, the paint 
on the canvas gives him clues as to how 
to proceed and how to finish. The photog- 
rapher is in the same position. As the 
shooting progresses, the subject suggests 
other possibilities. In all creative proces- 
ses, the experimental plays an important 
part and the word “experimental” im- 
plies that one is working with the un- 
known, that success is not guaranteed. 
Following a given formula is not cre-

ative work, so unless the photographer 
takes chances and expects some failures 
he cannot hope to have any original re- 
sults. There is a great deal of truth in 
the statement that “Without the right to 
be wrong, there can be no right to be 
right.” So let’s take the shot although 
we have no confidence that it will be 
successful. All editors enjoy seeing a 
great number of pictures. In fact they 
insist on it. You may not be happy with 
their selection but in many cases you 
both will agree on the most exciting shot. 

I think the lack of experimentation is 
the reason for so little creative work com- 
ing out of Hollywood. Because of the ex- 
pense involved in shooting movies, the 
director must come to the set completely 
prepared, having figured out every shot 
and angle beforehand. Because of the 
schedule, there is very little chance to 
improvise. He works mostly by a form- 
ula. This usually results in a lack of that 
spontaneous quality so important in crea- 
tive work. Again, what is lacking here is 
the communication of the subject to the 
creator. 

I certainly do not want to give the im- 
pression that all overshooting is creative 
and never wasteful. I would like to em- 
phasize that only if creative thinking ac- 
companies the shooting is creative work 
possible. Even a Stradivarius will sound 
badly in the hands of a poor player. 
There can be subconscious, self-damag- 
ing practices attached to overshooting. 
For instance, repeating the same shot 
with the same exposure without any 
change in the subject. This is mainly an 
unthinking, trigger-happy reaction. Un- 
less a new idea is connected with each 
shot, the shot is useless. There can be 
another self-damaging practice when the 
photographer has a limited amount of 
material and time to cover a subject and 
he starts overshooting on a seemingly un- 
important shot with the result that he has 
neither the time nor the materials to 
cover more important pictures. In this 
case a subject will be covered very poor- 
ly and some essential pictures will be 
left out. So a certain amount of discipline 
and planning is also necessary to do a 
job successfully. If you have been over- 
shooting and doing it creatively, keep on 
doing it. Creative painters are especially 
known for doing the right things sub- 
consciously but they usually do not feel 
guilty about it, so there is no reason why 
a creative photographer should feel guilty 
either. Nobody is worried about the 
amount of paint Leonardo da Vinci used 
on the Mona Lisa—

the aircraft or loading apparatus to add 
to the composition. This will also serve 
to document time and place. 

In photographing from the air, the 
problems that must be considered are 
not too difficult to overcome, and you 
need not have an aerial camera. Most 
conditions of haze may be minimized by 
the use of a Skylight filter for color. In 
black-and-white, a medium-yellow or, for 
increased contrast, an orange filter should 
be used with appropriate compensation 
for increased exposure. 

The vibration of the aircraft makes it 
necessary to shoot at a minimum expo- 
sure of 1/100 sec, preferably 1/200. And 
be sure not to rest the camera on any 
part of the plane. Let your body absorb 
this vibration. The ground speed of the 
aircraft, altitude, and angle from which 
the picture is taken, all contribute to the 
minimum shutter speed that is required 
for a sharp picture. For oblique angles 
(photographing ahead or behind the 
plane) you may use a slower speed. 

In many cases, outstanding pictures 
can be made using relatively long ex- 
posures, provided the plane is in smooth 
air. Sunsets and the like may be taken 
if the camera is supported on a soft coat, 
or the little pillow that is usually given 
to each passenger. A cable release is 
necessary in this case if the camera has 
no delayed-action shutter release. Sunset 
exposure is here almost simpler than 
with normal daylight shots from the air. 
I find it best to simply aim the reflected- 
light-type meter directly at the brightest 
light source and expose accordingly. 

Daylight exposure from the air, espe- 
cially with color film, requires consid- 
eration for each particular situation you 
may encounter. For example, a picture 
of clouds, blue sky, and land below in- 
volves three different light values that 
often vary to a great degree. The sun 
reflecting off the clouds may give a read- 
ing on your reflected-light-type meter 
of 800, the blue sky 200. And pointed 
toward the ground, the reading is con- 
siderably lower. But if exposed for the 
sky and land below, the clouds would 
block-up in the negative and none of the 
detail in their formation would be visi- 
ble. A compromise exposure is the only 
solution, retaining some of the values of 
the scene and distorting others. 

Be particularly careful when photo- 
graphing through a thick ground haze, 
which is a serious problem. Not only 
should a Skylight filter be used, but at- 
tention should be paid to taking an ac- 
curate meter reading. The haze itself 
cuts light from the sun and sky, and if 
no allowance is made, the picture will 
be underexposed. In aerial pictures, it 
is a good practice to overexpose one stop

for pictures when haze is light, and up 
to four stops when the haze is thick. 

Since you are flying in a commercial 
airliner, the immovable window may 
seem like a screen between your lens 
and the pictures that you want to shoot. 
Admittedly it would be nice to lean out 
and aim the camera directly downward, 
or ahead. But the plastic windows have 
good light-transmitting qualities, and 
compensation in exposure need be made 
only if the window happens to be a little 
dirty. But do be careful not to have any 
reflections on the window from bright 
objects within the plane: other windows, 
your wrist watch, light shirt, or even 
the camera itself. It is advisable to use 
a lens shade, holding the camera as close 
to the window as possible without touch- 
ing it. 

Your airline attendants will undoubt- 
edly be able to tell you, in advance of 
the flight, the points of interest along the 
route that will be visible, what the cloud 
conditions are apt to be, and on which 
side of the plane to sit in order to have 
the best view. Of course, the most un- 
obstructed view is to be had from the 
rear seats. But it may be advisable to 
sit in the very front seats in order to 
include a wing or an engine which may 
add interest to the picture. Here, depth 
of field is only a minor consideration 
when using a 35-mm camera. 

A long lens is of great advantage, par- 
ticularly when photographing from high 
altitudes. To the eye, an acre of land is 
about the size of a pea from 15,000 feet. 

Photographs inside the plane, of course, 
are perfectly feasible. The best conditions 
under which to take these are when you 
are “on top” of the clouds, or, better yet, 
flying “in” the tops. Here, much light 
is reflected into the cabin, and provided 
the air is smooth, hand-held color pic- 
tures can be taken with ease. An expo- 
sure meter is a must, though. 

Don’t waste film shooting other planes 
in the air. They’ll always be too far 
away. The best shots of planes in flight 
are to be had from the airport—just off 
the end of the runway, if possible, with 
the sun behind you. Don’t forget to “pan” 
the camera, because they go very fast. 
Runway shots at night, using an open 
shutter for long continuous exposures, 
are among the most spectacular photo- 
graphs you can make while on the 
ground. Naturally, you must rest your 
camera on a firm support. 

Not all of us can photograph so well or 
so spectacularly as did Howard Sochurek 
for Life in his great Air Age story (re- 
printed in the current Popular Photog- 
raphy Color Annual) but on the ground 
or in the air the 35-mm camera can 
convey the excitement and adventure of 
travel in the great metal birds era —f

Ansco is producing 127 Super Ansco- 
chrome, a daylight-type film.

As 127 becomes better known as the 
“convenient” format, more cameras, types 
of film, and accessories are bound to 
come. With this move, 35-mm may have 
a new contender for its popularity as the 
“best-for- the - amateur -at-the - price-per- 
picture” medium. Also, as the popularity 
of Type-C prints increases, miniature- 
camera workers may turn to 127 because 
no packaged negative-type color film ex- 
ists, and 127, for the present at least, is 
the best compromise.

(Even so, I was recently called upon to 
lend an air of journalistic truth to an 
industrial ad, but expected to pose a 
group of men around an imaginary ma- 
chine which would be pasted in later 
Fortunately the art director saw that it 
would not work, and we got our realistic 
result by letting the men move freely 
around the real machine.) 

I am so convinced that realism can 
oniy be achieved by catching spontane- 
ous action that I refuse to give any di- 
rections, or to “arrange” any groupings, 
or to pose anyone. I pick suitable settings 
or backgrounds and control angles by 
moving the camera or by moving the 
person to whom the subject is talking 
and by patience. 

I wait as long as necessary, until some 
spontaneous action happens, then catch 
it with available light or bounce elec- 
tronic flash. It may take time, and one 
must expect to discard a lot of exposures 
but there is that definite advantage of 
35-mm—a lot of exposures in rapid order 

The successful frame has a reality and 
a quality of truth well worth the low- 
yield approach. As a by-product: diffi- 
cult, self-conscious people who would be 
militantly on guard against the big cam- 
era or the threatening flash will disre- 
gard the fast-shooting 35, especially if a 
variety of lenses is employed, and they 
are never sure whether you are making 
a close-up portrait or including the whole 
room. The only direction I resort to is a 
su*gestion to stand or sit, or to take 
advantage of a background, or to avoid 
a bright window or a deep shadow. 

t is essential to have help in controlling 
people’s attention—someone to originate 
conversation or to ask questions requir 
This accomplice can be 
moved by a subtle signal to control th: 
subject’s attention, avoiding the intrusive 
phrase like “turn your head a little.” My 
wife and I work as a team and she knows 
what to do with only an occasional mum- 
bled hint from me. The subject’s own 
frends or business associates can some- 
times be used, but they are apt to run 
out of conversation just when you want 
it most. 

The pictures accompanying this story 
demonstrate a variety of approaches to 
the “planned candid” portrait. What I 
think they show above all is that it is 
pozsible to get an alive, unposed-looking 
picture of a subject who is perfectly well 
aware that a camera is in the room.—®

“Strive for incongruity through the application of the unexpected.” 























_ the earliest days of motion pic- 
tures there has been one sure-fire way 
to provide a movie audience with suc- 
cessful entertainment—good, solid humor. 
And since entertainment is the thing 
most people seek when they spend their 
money on admission tickets, the profes- 
sional movie makers have made sure 
that a good number of funny films are 
turned out every year. 

For the home-movie maker, the idea of 
turning out half an hour or more of com- 
edy seems a bit frightening. He thinks 
of it in terms of script, sound-on-film and 
polished, professional acting—three quali- 
fications the Hollywood producer of com- 
edy must surely consider. 

But the comparison between the tech- 
niques of Hollywood comedy and home- 
made comedy should never be made, for 
one simple reason—the size of the au- 
dience. Yours is much smaller. 


The Hollywood producer must work to- 
ward a product which will please the 
majority of the thousands of faceless peo- 
ple who make up his audiences. 

The home-movie maker need only en- 
tertain his immediate friends and family, 
and for that reason he can turn to the 
simplest, most personal form of humor. 

Which brings up the question, “What 
is humor, anyway?” 

Humor is nothing more than the clever 
use of the unexpected or the unusual 

Therefore, when a man with a size 75 
head perches a size 6% hat in the center 
of it, people laugh, because it’s unex- 
pected and, without a doubt, unusual. 

If a very dignified fellow in full-dress 
suit and top hat gets a custard pie thrown 
in his face, it’s funny. It’s funny, because 
it’s unexpected and unusual. 

And if, on your movie screen, you 
project a couple of hundred frames of 
your father’s lips moving, but the voice 
your audience hears is that of Jimmy 
Cagney, or even your little sister, that’s 
going to cause a lot of laughter.

movie maker can treat himself, his fam- 
ily, and his friends to an evening of sheer 
fun—just by the clever use of some old

But to start with, no special shooting is 
necessary.

You start with the rejects, because 
chances are nobody has seen them.

What you’re going to do is splice all 
this film together, and then make a spe- 
cial sound track for it on your tape re- 
corder.

For example, suppose you find a strip 
of film taken at a picnic. On it are some 
out-of-focus shots of a couple of friends 
playing softball. One of them, the batter, 
might even be smiling or gesticulating for 
the camera. 

That’s all you need. Tape a few min- 
utes of a professional baseball broadcast. 
The announcer might be saying some- 
thing like, “Yogi Berra’s at bat. It’s a

For instance, you find a couple of dozen 
feet of film showing your father, relaxed 
in his easy chair, with just the cold stub 
end of a cigar clenched in his teeth. This 
didn’t look like much when you edited 
the film, so you cut it out. 

Stick it into your fun film. For a 
sound-track tape a cigar or cigarette 
commercial. Something about the joys of 
smoking. 

That’s a simple one. But suppose you 
cut that piece of film because of some- 
thing wrong with its quality. Maybe it’s 
underexposed, and all you can really 
make out is dad’s face with some dark 
object sticking out of it. Then try taping 
a baby-food commercial, complete with 
gurgling infant. 

A switch on this one is a film of your 
or a friend’s baby. The infant is lying 
all delicately tucked into his crib. His 
mouth is open. The voice coming out of 
your tape recorder is that of Elvis Pres- 
ley. 

A terrific gimmick is the use of the

45-degree angle, one on each side of the 
easel. 

The problems of proper subject fram- 
ing and critical focus are solved for the 
photographer by the Camera Setting 
Chart. Polaroid’s engineers have calcu- 
lated exactly every camera setting for 
each copy size, using the known angle of 
view of their cameras with a calibrated 
easel for centering the copy subject. The 
photographer chooses the numbered 
frame line on the easel that best fits the 
copy, then refers to the Camera Setting 
Chart for exposure and focus settings and 
the correct camera-height setting. 

Choosing correct exposure usually calls 
for a careful exposure meter reading plus 
some figuring with pencil and paper. A 
bellows factor (exposure factor) comes 
into play when the subject size is small 
and the lens must be moved out quite far 
from the film to focus. The farther the 
lens from the film, the longer the ex- 
posure needed. There is a way around 
this—and Polaroid of course has used it. 
Supplementary copy lenses may be 
placed over the camera lens instead of 
extending the lens. The copy lens short- 
ens the focal length of the camera lens, 
allowing the camera to be focused at nor- 
mal bellows extensions. This does not 
involve the bellows factor and no in- 
crease in exposure is needed. 

An exposure table furnished with the 
Copymaker does away with meter read- 
ings also. The table gives exposure times 
for each type of Polaroid Land film, for 
the various types of copy subjects. A 
three-stop neutral density filter over the 
camera lens increases exposure times to 
a two- to twenty-second range, 
measured on the built-in timer. 

The sturdy camera-mounting post and 
a cable release (plus rock-steady support 
for the entire copy stand) make vibra- 
tion, our fifth close-up problem, quite 
simple to solve. 

Polaroid has designed a sensible piece 
of equipment; no Raymond Loewy body 
or Widdicomb legs, yet very much a 
product of the modern school of industri- 
al design. The Copymaker’s value lies 
not in beautiful machining of metal sur- 
faces, but in a well-worked-out system 
that reduces copying to its simplest terms. 

The recently announced Polaroid Land 
Transparency Film greatly extends the 
Copymaker’s usefulness. With this film a 
finished, bound positive 24x24 or 314x4 
slide can be produced in as little as 8 
minutes, at a cost of 55 cents. Film speed 
is 1,000 ASA daylight, 700 tungsten. The 
film may be exposed in any Polaroid 
camera accepting Series 40 film, and can 
be used to shoot conventional picture 
subjects or used with the Copymaker 

After exposure, the transparency film 
is developed in the camera two minutes 
for continuous-tone subjects, three min- 
utes for line copies. The transparency is 
carefully removed from the camera with 
a special pick so as not to injure the very 
soft emulsion. It is dried three minutes, 
then placed in a Polaroid “Dippit” (see 
photo) twenty seconds for hardening and

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35-mm Close-Up Photography 


Consider these few facts we’ve selected 
out of pure malice: 

An almost imperceptible amount of 
camera and/or subject vibration so slight 
that its effects are completely undetect- 
able in pictures .aade over the normal 
range of lens-to-subiject distances (312 
feet to infinity) can produce sadly per- 
ceptible unsharpness when the range 
shortens to two feet, and at closer dis- 
tances the same faint motion may result 
in an unrecognizable smear. 

When you move in close to where the 
image on the film is one quarter life size, 
regardless of your lens’ focal length, all 
the depth of field available at f/16 is 
a mere 34 inch. Move even closer, making 
your image only one-half life size, and 
good-old-reliable f/16 (sharp from fore- 
ground to background) now offers only 
about 14 inch of workable depth. 

In figuring the exposure for these pic- 
tures you'll need to consider more than 
your exposure meter’s recommendations. 
In the one-fourth life-size shot, going by 
the meter will result in underexposing 
by a half stop, and at one half life size 
you've got to give two and a quarter times 
whatever the meter says to achieve nor- 
mal negative or transparency density. 

But, if you can learn to live with these 
hard facts—and you can—you may find 
yourself making some darned interesting 
macrophotographs. 


Breaking the 3'/2-foot barrier: 

The first thing we have to do in order 
to enter the close-up-to-macro realm is 
to extend the focusing range of our cam- 
era lens so that we can focus at shorter 
distances than the normal 31!5-foot near 
limit provided by most 35-mm cameras 
and_ short-focal-length interchangeable 
lenses. There are only two ways in which 
this can be accomplished: 

1. By lengthening the camera lens-to- 
film distance. 

2. By positive supplemen- 
tary lens (close-up attachment) in front 
of the camera lens. 

Lengthening the lens-to-film distance 
presupposes camera equipment designed 
to accept interchangeable lenses. The ad- 
ditional distance is obtained by interpos- 
ing something between the camera kody 
and the lens. Devices for accomplishing 
this can be divided into two general cate- 
gories: extension tubes 
focusing bellows. 


placing a 


and accessory 
Extension tubes (called rings when 
very short) are simply cylinders provid- 
ed with the proper end fittings for at- 
tachment to the camera-lens mount, to 
accept the various lenses available for 
the camera in question, as well as to 
unite with other extension tubes. Ex- 
tension-tube sets are supplied by most 
of the manufacturers of interchangeable- 
lens equipment, as well as by a number 
of firms that specialize in providing cam- 
era and lens accessories. They are offered 
in a generous assortment of lengths so 
that used singly, or in combination, a 
considerable range of fixed lens-to-film 
extensions can be achieved.

Focusing-bellows assemblies, miniature 
versions of the double-extension studio 
camera scaled down to 35-mm _ propor- 
tions, are the most versatile and the most 
convenient to use of all close-focusing 
accessories. In addition to providing a 
wide range of easily adjustable image- 
object reproduction ratios, the true meas- 
ure of the focusing bellows’ extreme ver- 
satility is ability to work in conjunction 
with most other lens-extension close-up 
accessories and with 
varying focal lengths. 

Positive supplementary or “close-up” 
lenses enable the camera lens to focus on 
subjects considerably closer than the near 
limits normally enforced by the cam- 
era’s focusing scale. These convex, menis- 
cus-type lenses are the “poor man’s macro 
outfit,” and find their widest applica- 
tion with fixed-lens cameras which would 
have to abstain from close-up work if 
their help weren’t available. 


lenses of widely 


35-mm close-up hardware: 

Probably the best way to analyze the 
tremendous variety of close-focusing 
gadgets available today is to start with 
the camera. In terms of the selection and 
organization of close-focusing accessories, 
existing 35-mm cameras fall into three 
basic groupings: First, fixed-lens cameras 
(regardless of the type of focusing sys- 
tem provided). Second, interchangeable- 
lens cameras with through-the-lens focus- 
ing. Third, interchangeable-lens cameras 
without reflex focusing. 

Fixed-lens cameras are variously pro- 
vided with three basic focusing systems: 
simple distance-scale setting, coupled- 
(or uncoupled-) rangefinder focusing, or 
single-lens reflex focusing. Because their 
lenses are not removable there’s no way 
to provide additional lens-to-film dis- 
tance, and as we indicated previously, 
they must all rely upon the optical trick- 
ery of the positive supplementary lens. 
Close-focusing equipment for the fixed- 
lens camera is therefore largely con-

Devices intended for the aid and com- 
fort of non-reflex fixed-lens cameras fall 
into three general headings: (1) Acces- 
sory close-focusing rangefinders, view- 
finders, and combined range-and-view- 
finders specially designed to eliminate 
(or at least to minimize) close-range par- 
allax. (2) Fixed-focus focal-frame de- 
vices (such as the simple home-made 
frame illustrated on page 62 
the camera is attached 
the photographer need only affix the 
proper supplementary lens, set his foot- 
age scale at the distance prescribed, and 
position his subject within type 
of rectangular frame to be assured of 
precisely accurate focusing and framing 
(3) A third device, applicable only to 
rangefinder cameras, consists of a positive 
close-up lens to which is attached an 
oversized optical element which corrects 
the camera’s built-in rangefinder for the 
required range of close-up focusing dis- 
tances. Some of these devices 
vide viewfinder correction 

Cameras in the interchangeable-lens 
with through-the-lens focusing group are 
in the rather fortunate position of being 
able to utilize supplementary lenses, ex- 
tension tubes, or accessory focusing bel- 
lows, either singly or in combination with 
each other. Carrying their own focusing 
mechanisms within themselves, these 
cameras require no additional focusing or 
framing assistance. 

The last group, interchangeable-lens 
cameras without reflex focusing (not in- 
corporating through-the-lens focusing) 
fall under two headings: The vast ma- 
jority which provide coupled-rangefinder 
focusing, and one camera (the Leica If) 
which has no built-in focusing or framing 
device at all. Like the cameras in the 
second group, the interchangeable-lens 
feature permits the use of close-up lens 
attachments, extension tubes, and focus- 
ing bellows. But unlike their single-lens- 
reflex relatives, they can use none of 
these devices directly (not effectively, at 
any rate) and outside aid is required in 
both the focusing and the framing de- 
partments.

rings. (3) The automatic focusing aid 
previously described as a positive supple- 
mentary incorporating an optical element 
for correcting the rangefinder for close- 
focusing distances is also available for 
these cameras. Another version of this 
same idea in which the positive supple- 
mentary has given way to an extension 
ring is also widely manufactured, and al- 
most all of these devices correct both the 
rangefinder and the viewfinder for pho- 
tographic hand-to-hand combat. (4) The 
accessory focusing stage, sometimes called 
a “copying” attachment, consisting es- 
sentially of three basic elements: First, a 
fixed piece to which is attached some sort 
of helical focusing mount which accepts 
the camera lens. Second, a movable mem- 
ber to which is attached a groundglass 
eplica of the camera’s film plane. Third, 
some means of moving the groundglass 
focusing system out of the way so that the 
camera can be moved into the taking 
position. Typical examples are the “slid- 
ing-” or “folding-” focusing attachments 
made by several manufacturers in which 
the upper part of the device mounts the 
groundglass stage plus the camera, 
either being positioned above the lens by 
some sort of sliding, rotating, or folding 
action. These devices are generally re- 
garded as low-power copying devices for 
reproducing such things as _ paintings, 
manuscript or book pages, photographic 
prints, etc., an assignment for which they 
are ideally suited. Focusing-stage acces- 
sories, however, also provide one of the 
most useful devices for close-up and 
macrophotography. Chief advantage: 
Because they incorporate  exact-size 
groundglasses and permit focusing with 
fairly powerful tubular magnifiers, they 
are far and away the most critically ac- 
curate devices that can be employed in 
close-up work. Chief disadvantage: Be- 
fore making the exposure we must re- 
move the focusing-groundglass stage and 
properly position the camera. This ef- 
fectively limits the focusing stage’s ap- 
plication to static subject matter. 


The working principles: 

Working with greater-than-normal lens 
extension makes things that never con- 
cern us in normal 3% feet-to-infinity 
photography (like reproduction ratios 
and the effective lens aperture) suddenly 
become terribly important, and things 
we thought we knew how to handle (like 
depth of field and the need for camera 
steadiness during exposure) turn into 
major problems. The key—in fact the 
underlying cause—of all of our problems 
is this business of reproduction ratio, the 
relationship between the size of the image 
and the size of the object it mirrors. 

As we've indicated diagrammatically on 
page 64, with any lens, the shorter the 
lens-to-subject distance, the longer the 
lens-to-film distance. The important thing 
to realize is that image size or reproduc- 
tion ratio is caused and controlled by one 
thing alone: The ratio between the lens- 
to-film and lens-to-subject distances.

Focal length has nothing to do with it. 


What a 200-mm tele-lens c2n do at 200 
yards a 50-mm lens can do at 50 yards. 
If a 50-mm lens can produce an image 5 
times bigger than life with 12 inches of 
lens-to-film extension, a 135-mm lens can 
do the same thing with 32 inches of ex- 
tension. But sometimes we can’t go as 
close as 50 yards, and most of the time 
we can’t afford 32 inches of bellows. This 
is why we have different focal lengths. 

As we stretch our lens-to-film distance 
to obtain larger reproduction ratios sev- 
eral things go haywire simultaneously. 
One of these is the light transmission of 
lens apertures. The f/8 on your lens’ 
diaphragm ring was engraved there be- 
cause with the lens focused on infinity 
the working diameter of this f/stop is 
exactly equal to % of the lens-to-film dis- 
tance. This is a measure, among other 
things, of light transmission. (Give or 
take a very negligible amount of differ- 
ence due to glass or coating or other fac- 
tors, all lenses will transmit very nearly 
the same amount of light when the work- 
ing diameter is equal to 4% the lens-to-film 
distance, regardless of focal length). As 
far as f/8 or any other aperture is con- 
cerned, focal length is merely the lens-to- 
film distance when the lens happens to be 
in focus at infinity. But when we make 
this distance longer f/8 starts slipping. 
Soon it’s 1/9, 1/10, 1/15 as wide as the 
lens-to-film distance is long. Result: 
same size aperture, less light. There are 
two ways to handle this. We can figure 
out how much more exposure we need to 
give to match the performance of the 
unstretched lens, or we can use another 
formula to discover what smaller aper- 
ture’s light transmission is now being 
delivered by f/8. Here are the two for- 
mulas:

This means that to get the performance 
expected of any lens aperture we've got 
to give 25 times as much exposure as we 
would without this extension. What's the 
effective aperture at f/8? 


E ffective

This means that while the lens may be 
set at f/8, when we consult our exposure 
meter we'll be interested in what it rec- 
ommends for f/40! 

In this example of a 2-inch lens with 
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10 inches of lens-to-film extension the 
lens-to-subject distance is 2.5 inches, and 
the ratio of reproduction, as we saw some 
half dozen paragraphs ago, is therefore 
equal to 10/2.5, or 4:1. We cite these 
additional statistics for this reason: When 
any lens of any focal length is so rigged 
as to produce a reproduction ratio of 4:1 
the exposure increase factor required will 
always be 25x, and the effective aperture 
at indicated aperture f/8, the same dismal 
{/40. The reproduction ratio is the ab- 
solute dictator of the exposure increase 
factor and the effective aperture, which 
are actually only two ways of expressing 
the same phenomenon. 

The fact that the effective lens aperture 
is the same for lenses of all focal lengths 
as long as the reproduction ratio remains 
constant is worth hanging on to for a 
moment. Depth of field happens to be 
determined by the effective aperture. 
From this you might conclude that if the 
reproduction ratio controls the effective 
apérture, and the effective aperture deter- 
mines depth of field, then the reproduc- 
tion ratio is the key factor in depth of 
field. And, you’d be right. With equal 
reproduction ratios, lenses of all focal 
lengths have the same depth of field at 
the same f-stops. 

(Incidentally, by depth of field we 
mean, of course, total depth of field, the 
depth of the belt of sharpness from the 
nearest to the farthest point in acceptably 
sharp focus. For example, if a 50- and a 
100-mm lens were focused to produce the 
same reproduction ratio, and both were 
stopped down to f/16, the depth of field 
of the 50-mm lens (focused at 22 inches) 
might be from 204 to 25 inches, while 
that of the 100-mm (focused at 44 inches) 
would probably be from 421% to 47 inches. 
What remains identical in both cases is 
the total depth of field, obtained by sub- 
tracting the near limit from the far limit, 
in this case 4% inches.) 

The sad thing about this equal depth 
for equal reproduction ratios is that so 
few photographers believe it. This is 
probably a natural outgrowth of our 
tendency to associate depth of field with 
short focal lengths and long shooting 
distances (which combine to produce low 
reproduction ratios, hence great depth of 
field) but a contributing factor must be 
our existing depth of field tables, or at 
least, the vast majority of them. 

One well-known chart, for example, 
gives the depth of field for a 2-inch lens 
at f/11 focused at a distance of two feet 
as 642 inches. The depth listed for a 
4-inch lens, also at f/11, but focused at 
four feet, is 13 inches. At these two focal 
distances, both lenses are producing the 
same image size, or reproduction ratio. 
Why the discrepancy? 

Here’s why. Depth of field depends 
upon our standards of acceptable sharp- 
ness. These standards are described 
mathematically as the diameter of the 
acceptable circle of confusion (which 
some readers may recall our attempting 
to redefine as circle of diffusion), which 
only means the maximum fuzziness we’ll 
stand for, when you come right down to 
it. Trouble is that 99-44/100 of all the 
depth-of-field chroniclers don’t use a fixed 
circle of whatever you vant to call it, but 
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take a fixed fraction of the focal length 
as their standard. The standard used by 
the author whose questionable data we 
quoted was 1/1,000 of the focal length. 


This means that for the 2-inch lens his | 
standard was 1/500 of an inch, for the | 
Why did his depth | 


4-incher 1/250, etc. 
of field double for the 4-inch lens? 
Obvious—because he cut his standard of 
sharpness in half! 

Speaking of the circle of con/diffusion 
brings us to still another long lens-to- 
film extension bugaboo: camera vibration. 
Yes, you’ve guessed it, this is another 
reproduction-ratio villainy. Here’s the 
story. Most authorities appear to agree 
that vibration causing movement on the 
camera’s film plane no greater than half 
the circle of confusion (diameter) can be 
considered completely negligible. Let’s 
assume our standard circle (diameter) is 
1/1,000 of an inch, and that with the 
camera set up with a _ lens-to-subject 
distance of 314 feet this vibration causes 
an image movement of 1/2,000 of an inch. 
Assuming also that we’re using a 2-inch 
lens, the reproduction ratio is 1:20. 

With a new lens-to-subject distance of 


22 inches, the reproduction ratio has 


jumped twofold, to 1:10. Everything in | 


the picture is twice as large, including 
the image movement. This makes 
movement 1/1,000 of an inch, which is 
equal to our circle diameter. This means 
slight fuzziness, the beginning of trouble. 
Now let’s move in to one foot from our 
subject, for a reproduction ratio of 1:5. 
Again the movement caused by vibration 
is doubled, so that it is now equal to 
1/500 of an inch, or twice as large as the 
circle of confusion diameter that we’re 
willing to accept, and our pictures will 


probably appear twice as fuzzy as we | 


thought possible. 


When close-up turns to macro: 
Close-range photography is a field that 


was pioneered by scientific and industrial 


photographers who thus obtained a pri- 
ority in the matter of nomenclature. Un- 
able to find any written definitions of 
such terms as close-up, extreme close-up, 
and macrophotograph, we turned to our 
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The giraffe possesses perhaps the greatest 
range of vision of any earth-bound animal 
Detecting other animals (and differentiating 
between friends and enemies) as far as fit- 
teen miles away, the tall fellow acts as sen- 
tinel for many lesser creatures of the plains 
not endowed with the eyesight or elevation 
of the giraffe. it is still hotly debated by 
naturalists whether the giraffe’s far-sight 
edness or his aerial viewpoint is the major 
factor in his visual accomplishment. No mat- 
ter, neither hic jungle contemporaries nor 
human beings, given the same elevation, can 
see nearly so much at such distance 
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friend and fellow Pop Photo columnist, 
David B. Eisendrath, Jr.. who happens 
also to be the nation’s foremost free-lance 
industrial photographer, and the expert’s 
expert on the subject. Here are the 
accepted definitions, as Dave gave them 
to us 

Anything from about 1:10 to 1:1 are 
close-ups. Ratios from about 1:5 to 1:1 
are more precisely termed extreme 
close-ups. 

What we call macro, or macrophotog- 
raphy, starts at the 1:1 image-to-object 
reproduction ratio and extends to about 
25:1. (Although popularly called macro- 
photography, Eisendrath pointed out that 
actually the definition for 
shooting at greater than 1:1 ratios is pho- 
tomacrography. Technically, macropho- 
tography is the making of enlarged copies 
of negatives or prints.) 

The critical defining line is then 1:1. 
Anything smaller is either a close-up or 


dictionary 


an extreme close-up; anything larger is 
a macrophotograph. The confusion occurs 
when the reproduction ratio on the film 
fails to jibe with the ratio in the final 
product, which it nearly always does. 
For example: if the ratio on the film is 
1:2 ((half life-size) and we make a 10x 
enlargement, the image on the print will 
be five times as big as life, or 5:1. And, 
if it’s a transparency projected to fill a 
4x6-foot screen, the magnification jumps 
to 50x, and the reproduction ratio to 
25:1. The only way to avoid this con- 
fusion is to nail down your definition by 
specifying whether you mean “on the 
film,” or “on the final product.” For most 
of us, the film would seem to be the 
better criterion since any given print (or 
projection) image-to-object ratio could 
conceivably be obtained from a wide 
variety of film-image reproduction ratios, 
without describing the technique (and 
the headaches!) involved in making the 
picture. When, on the other hand, we 
specify a 5:1 reproduction ratio on the 
film we are describing something ex- 
tremely specific: a photograph made with 
the camera lens five times closer to the 
subject than to the film—a photograph 
involving tremendous lens-to-film exten- 
sion. 


Practical stuff: 

@ Optical formulas relating to positive 
supplementary lenses are based on the 
assumption that the distance between the 
supplementary and the camera lens is 
negligible, and therefore do not apply 
with any reasonable degree of accuracy 
when used with short-focal-length lenses 
as is generally the with 35-mm 
equipment. The only precise values are 
the distance-scale setting and lens-to-sub- 
ject distance data for each diopter 
strength, and this data applies equally 
to all lenses, regardless of focal length. 
Three working points worth remember- 
ing: With positive supplementary lenses 
always measure distances from the sup- 
plementary lens’ position, not from the 
center of the camera lens. When com- 
bining two supplementary lenses to ob- 
tain the magnification of their two 
strengths (which are directly additive) 
always place the stronger of the two 
nearer to the front surface of the camera 


case 


lens. Even with supplementaries from 
manufacturers of the highest repute, it is 
best to shoot at f/11 and f/16 whenever 
possible. 

@ The viewing systems in many single- 
lens-reflex cameras are designed so that 
the actual subject field (on the film) is 
somewhat larger than that seen through 
the camera viewfinder. This is a gener- 
ally valuable safety feature over the 
normal 3% feet to infinity shooting range, 
but can prove troublesome in close-up 
work, especially where we approach 
macro proportions. With well-made 
equipment in good repair this extra sub- 
ject area usually is evenly spaced around 
the four sides of the frame. When shoot- 
ing color transparencies which do not 
permit cropping, it is therefore advisable 
to consider areas that appear to be just 
outside our picture area as seen by the 
viewfinder. Check especially against re- 
flective surfaces (usually our own camera 
or lighting equipment) which might mar 
the transparency. 

@ About vibration. The hardest type of 
vibration to remedy is that which is trans- 
mitted through walls, floors, etc., and oc- 
curs either continuously or intermittently 
throughout the exposure. Only solution is 
the shortest possible exposure, and elec- 
tronic flash is frequently the answer. In 
many cases, however, the vibration prob- 
lem is produced at the moment of ex- 
posure and dissipates itself fairly quickly. 
Causes include such things as the rising 
of the mirror in a reflex housing or single- 
lens reflex camera, roughness in the shut- 
ter or shutter-release coupling and so 
forth. The trouble is usually something 
the photographer cannot set right, or is 
inherent in the equipment. Faced with 
this problem, the natural tendency is to 
use the shortest exposure time possible. 
In many instances, however, this vibra- 
tion may more effectively be dealt with 
by actually lengthening the exposure. If, 
for example, the vibration caused by the 
initial shock of tripping the shutter lasts

speed of 1/25, the vibration will occupy 
half the exposure period, and will prob- 
ably register some degree of unsharpness. 
An exposure of a full second, on the other 
hand, would permit the vibration to oc- 
cupy only 2 percent of the exposure time, 
and the result would be much sharper— 
probably. 

@ One highly effective means of keeping 
visual tabs on camera vibration is pro- 
vided by a small machinist’s level which, 
because of its thinner bubble fluid is tre- 
mendously more sensitive to vibration 
than the types of levels generally supplied 
to photographers. Indoors, the steadiness 
of fairly light portable tripods can be 
vastly improved by taping them to the 
floor with a liberal application of masking 
tape. 

@ Of the generally available 35-mm cam- 
era lenses, by far the best for close-up 
work are the simple four-element lenses 
of the Tessar type or descent. The major- 
ity of complex six- to eight-element high- 
aperture lenses are relatively poor per- 
formers at distances less than three feet, 
and even the best of these should not be 
used at reproduction ratios greater than 
about 1:10. With flexible equipment set- 
ups built around a focusing bellows it’s 
possible to use lenses other than those 
normally associated with 35-mm photog- 
raphy. Certain enlarger lenses, for ex- 
ample, are outstandingly good close-up 
performers, and the necessary adapter 
flanges do not usually cost more than a 
few dollars to have made. 

e There are on the market today a num- 
ber of standard lenses which, in addition 
to covering the normal infinity-to-a-yard 
focusing range, are also capable of a con- 
siderable amount of close-up work, with- 
out requiring additional accessories of 
any type. Outstanding are the two 40-mm 
Macro Kilar lenses, one of which (the 
Model D) can range all the way from 
infinity to 2 inches (producing an image 
approximately 314 times larger than life), 
while the other (the somewhat less ex- 
pensive Model E) works down to 4 inches 
from its subject for a reproduction ratio 
of about 1:7. And they do this with their 
own built-in extension, in just the way 
that any normal helically mounted lens is 
rotated through its infinity to 31'2-foot 
focusing range. Data on the reproduction 
ratios produced, and the exposure in- 
crease factors required are engraved right 
on the lens. 

On a more modest scale, a growing 
number of standard 55-to-58-mm lenses 
supplied with single-lens reflex cameras 
now provide a close-focusing limit of 18 
inches on their infinity-focusing scales. 
In the coupled-rangefinder field, the dual- 
range Leitz 50-mm f/2 Summicron lens 
(supplied only for the M-3 Leica) has 
an additional close-focusing range extend- 
ing to a 19-inch subject distance, a special 
optical clip-on gizmo providing the neces- 
sary corrections so that the camera’s 
rangefinder and _ parallax-compensating 
viewfinder continue to function. And

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Considered by many to be, quite simply, 
the great photographer of our day, Henri 
Cartier-Bresson is one of the prime mov- 
ers of Magnum and creator of the picture 
books, The Decisive Moment, The Euro- 
peans, From One China to Another, and 
The People of Moscow. M. Cartier-Bresson 
talked to Associate Editor Byron Dobell 
on the afternoon of May 24 in the New 
York office of Magnum. Following are 
verbatim extracts from the French pho- 
tographer’s responses. They have been 
selected freely from the original tape- 
recorded transcription and are arranged 
informally to reflect the casual nature of 
the interview: 


A photographic diary 
In addition to the plastic aspects which 
are close to my concern with painting, 
| photography is for me a way of keeping 
a diary. I keep a photographic diary of 
what I see and may take pictures at any 
time. I’m just a witness of things which 
attract my eye. I'm not preoccupied with 
the thought that I am working for a cer- 
tain magazine. If there’s a story, I'm ex- 
cited about that story, and I simply record 
| what I am witness to. People may ask 
| me, “Which of your pictures do you like 
| best?” I’m not interested in that—I’m in- 
terested in my next picture or the next 
place I’m going to be. And for myself, 
each new project must be approached as 
a new experience. Former achievements 
don’t count in the least and everything 
must once more be put in question. Only 
in this way can one keep freshness in his 
work.

Prejudice and preconceptions 
Though you must have an understand- 
ing of your subject in its various aspects, 
you must not prejudge it. You must do 
completely what you have to do. I never 
look at other photographs of anything I’m 
going to do; I want to keep my impres- 
sions fresh. But by talking to people, lis- 
tening to people, putting questions, one 
tries to understand the situation. When 
you come to a place you mustn't be prej- 
udiced, you mustn't try to find justifica- 
tions for your preconceptions. You must 
stick to the facts, know how to analyze 
the facts, modifying your first impressions 
by what you have observed instead of 
fortifying your preconceptions. After all, 
there’s no point to be proved, you're not 
trying to prove anything. If there is one 
point, it’s humanity, it’s life, the richness 
of life. The thing is simply to be sensitive. 


For me the great myth is the Greek 
myth of Antaeus who had to touch earth 
to regain his strength. I know I must al- 
ways keep in contact with the concrete, 


| the concrete reality, the little incident 


and the little, specific truth which might 
have large reverberations. 


Mystery of personality 

For the photographer geometry is the 
abstraction, the structure which is pro- 
vided, and realism is the flesh and blood 
that brings it to life. Still, the picture

must never be contrived. You must rec- 
ognize both these elements intuitively. 
The picture projects the photographer’s 
personality. That’s why there is no com- 
petition in our work. The only competi- 
tion may be in the market. Competition 
doesn’t exist because people see the same 
things so differently, each expressing his 
own personality (which is part of the 
total reality and therefore makes the pho- 
tographer both a witness and a partici- 
pant). 

I was working recently with a young 
Life photographer in Washington. Well, 
we shot the same things and when I saw 
his photographs (very good ones), they 
were totally different. We are different 
people. 


The magazines 

The important thing about our relations 
with the press is that it provides us with 
the possibility of being in close contact 
with life’s events. What is most satisfy- 
ing for a photographer is not recognition, 
success and so forth. It’s communication: 
what you say can mean something to 
other people, can be of a certain impor- 
tance. We have a great responsibility and 
must be extremely honest with what we 
see. The photographer must not censor 
himself while shooting and the magazines, 
when they use our material, must keep 
the general spirit which prevailed at the 
time of the shooting. The pictures have 
to remain in their context. 

In this respect Magnum is important be- 
cause there is somebody who represents 
our thinking when we may be thousands 
and thousands of miles away. For what 
is most important is that a picture which 
is a verb, an adjective, or a small link in 
the sentence, should remain a small link 
in the sentence and not be exaggerated. 
The tone, the intonation, is important. 
And the editors should keep the same in- 
tonation in publishing what we witnessed 
on the spot, neither applying the soft or 
the hard pedal. Because, after all, the edi- 
tors are in a way the historians of the 
present, of actuality, of each day. And 
finally, the photographer’s task is not to 
prove anything about a human event. 
We're not advertisers; we’re witnesses of 
the transitory. 


On Magnum 
When I started in photography there 
were no picture magazines. I worked for 
myself and it’s not very satisfactory doing 
something just for yourself. I believe 
creative work needs communication. So 
it is extremely encouraging to be with a 
group of people who form a community 
and to know that you're not isolated. 
(Although as individuals we must always 
work in an inner silence.) Naturally, 
there’s a market problem since everyone 
has to live; it’s expensive to travel and 
so on. That’s one aspect of it and it takes 
us much time to look into these matters 
—but we have the maximum of liberty 
one can have. . . . Nobody in Magnum 
decides for the other what he should do 
and everyone is free to say to the other: 
Popular PHOTOGRAPHY 





“Well, what about this story? I don’t like 
it for this and that reason—for this pic- 
ture.” It’s extremely fruitful to have 
somebody you can talk to on an equal 
basis. 

The give and take of reasons is a most 
profitable thing because we keep learning 
from each other. I keep learning from the 
younger members just as I learned from 
Bob Capa and Chim (David Seymour) 
how to make picture stories. Cornell Capa 
has a very keen journalistic sense, for in- 
stance, and as for the other photogra- 
phers, each makes his own contribution. 

uM a He 

Everybody in Magnum has full liberty; 
there’s no doctrine, there’s no school, but 
there’s something that unites all of us 
very strongly—I can’t define it; it may be 
a certain feeling of freedom and a respect 
for reality. When I was taking pictures 
four months ago at the Parke-Bernet Gal- 
leries, a lady asked me, “Are you from 
the press?” Now, as a Norman, I don’t 
like unsubtle, straight answers—it’s not 
polite to answer “yes” or “no.” So I told 
her, “I’m just a maniac.” And this lady 
said, “Oh, that’s perfectly all right.” It is 
a mania and that’s all. It is also, as a 
friend of mine once told me, a dur plaisir. 
I think you have to do a thing with 
passion, 


Assignments 

An assignment simply means for me 
that I am concentrating on one subject. 
And you have to be very careful of the 
subject you select. I like to be where 
there is a situation which is real. When 
it’s a real situation, I’m happy. When it’s 
a phoney situation, I can’t do anything. 
I’m embarrassed, I’m ashamed, I do lousy 
work and say to myself: “What am I do- 
ing here? Let’s go and do painting instead 
of this stuff.”

When things present themselves, we 
must grab them. You must have aware- 
ness, consciousness, and you must be 
fully conscious. 

Things are interesting depending on the 
interest you give to them. Just as the 
French say, “In some inns, you bring 
your own lunch.” Everything is interest- 
ing when it renders a true situation. 
When it’s phoney all you can do is ex- 
plain the phoniness of the thing. 


The news event 

We often photograph events that are 
called “news” but some tell the news 
step by step in detail as if making an 
accountant’s statement. Such news and 
magazine photographers, unfortunately, 
approach an event in a most pedestrian 
way. It’s like reading the details of the 
Battle of Waterloo by some historian: so 
many guns were there, so many men 
were wounded—you read the account as 
if it were an itemization. But on the other 
hand, if you read Stendhal’s Charterhouse 
of Parma, you're inside the battle and you 
live the small, significant details. That is 
what we are doing in our type of work— 
a sparkling detail may say all at once 
“This is life.” So many, many magazines, 
instead of using the photographic medium 
which in itself creates a visual atmos- 
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phere, just go into ponderous, didactic 
explanations. What does a “picture story” 
mean? Life isn’t made of stories that you 
cut into slices like an apple pie. There’s 
no standard way of approaching a story. 
We have to evoke a situation, a truth. 
This is the poetry of life’s reality. 


Approach to the subject 

I don’t see myself working, of course, 
any more than I can really hear my own 
voice but friends of mine tell me it’s very 
funny to see me at work: on the jump, 
tip-toeing, creeping up to people or shy- 
ing away. People are not aware some- 
times, other times they’re aware and then 
you must wait and look elsewhere and 


hope they’ll come back to their element. 


It’s as if you have thrown a stone in the 
water. You sometimes have to wait until 


| all the waves are gone before the fishes 
| come back again. 


But very often your 
only opportunity is the first time. That’s 
how it was in China—there was no sec- 
ond chance because they see you from 
miles away, you can’t even take a light 
meter out. If you do, you’ve spoiled the 


| picture. You have to have some psycho- 
| logical understanding, you have to know 
| the people and you must work in a way 


acceptable to them. There you must smile 
—never laugh, because that’s making fun. 
Smile, take your time, and never come 
bursting in with your own personality. 
You have to efface yourself. Of course, 
you can push and perhaps make a strong- 
er statement but it’s like blowing a horn. 
No, you have to come up on tip-toes. 
*~ a a 

You must be like a sensitive emulsion, 
a sensitive plate. Approach gently, ten- 
derly and never intrude, never push. 
Otherwise, if you use your elbows, it will 
work against you. Above all, be human! 


Desire for anonymity 

I'am suspicious of celebrity and things 
like that. In medieval times a sculptor 
made a work and it was the same to him 
if it was put on the porch of the Cathe- 
dral or placed in the towers where no- 
body would see it except God Himself. 
All this competitive talk of who is the 
most successful—that’s all nonsense and 
it stinks. It kills something. How can 
you keep your freshness and run with 
that competitive world? It’s impossible. 


Technical details of photography 

When people say, “Henri, what’s your 
lens opening?” it’s exactly like asking a 
cook how many ounces of salt she put in 
her cake. She just takes a pinch of salt 
and adds it, that’s all. For example, I’m 
amazed always at typists who don’t look 
at the keyboard. I have to look. I use all 
my fingers, which is an improvement, I 
think, but I have to look at the keyboard. 
Well, with the camera, it’s the same thing. 
You don’t look at or consider all the tech- 
nical details. 


On contact sheets 

A contact sheet is so interesting because 
you see how a photographer thinks. He 
comes closer and closer to a subject, cor- 
rects it, looks at it again, and then by 
very little movements, turns around it 


until it is in exactly the right and proper 
relation to him. My contact sheets may 
be compared to the way in which you 
drive a nail into a plank. First you give 
several light taps to build up a rhythm 
and align the nail with the wood. Then, 
much more quickly, and with as few 
strokes as possible, you hit the nail force- 
fully on the head and drive it in. 


Cropping 

In photographic composition as in other 
visual mediums like painting and draw- 
ing, there’s a necessity and that’s why in 
a good picture, there’s nothing you can 
crop. It is simply there and everything is 
in its place. If it’s not a good picture you 
can go to the darkroom but nothing will 
arrange it; you can go back to the subject 
and say, “Please, Mister, do it again—that 
smile you had.” But you'll never get it 
again. 


Cynicism and photography 

I think cynicism is the worst thing be- 
cause it kills everything. There’s no more 
honesty, no more poetry, no more fresh- 
ness. Cynicism is the worst thing—a kind 
of smart person who’s got all the answers. 
This is death. It kills creation. There’s no 
love, no tenderness, just nothing is there. 
There’s no hatred even, there’s nothing. 

Equally dangerous is the detached atti- 
tude that “everything is fun!” 


The future of photography 

So long as human beings are alive and 
there are problems which are true, vital, 
important—and someone wishes to ex- 
press them with simplicity, with sincerity, 
or with fun and humor—there will be a 
place for photographers just as there will 
be for poets and novelists. 


At the conclusion of the interview, M. 
Cartier-Bresson read directly from the 
final paragraphs of his introduction to 
The Decisive Moment. He felt that this 
formal statement should accompany the 
more loosely woven fabric of the conver- 
sational excerpts above: 


From The Decisive Moment 

To me, photography is the simultane- 
ous recognition, in a fraction of a second, 
of the significance of an event as well as 
of a precise organization of forms which 
give that event its proper expression. 

I believe that, through the act of liv- 
ing, the discovery of oneself is made con- 
currently with the discovery of the world 
around us which can mold us, but which 
can also be affected by us. A balance 
must be established between these two 
worlds—the one inside us and the one 
outside us. As the result of a constant 
reciprocal process, both these worlds 
come to form a single one. And it is this 
world that we must communicate. 

But this takes care only of the content 
of the picture. For me, content cannot be 
separated from form. By form, I mean a 
rigorous organization of the interplay of 
surfaces, lines, and values. It is in this 
organization alone that our conceptions 
and emotions become concrete and com- 
municable. In photography, visual organ- 
ization can stem only from a developed 
instinct. — 
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result of the intimate friendship of Rob- 
ert Capa of Hungary, David “Chim” Sey- 
mour of Poland, and Henri Cartier-Bres- 
son of France. They had met in Paris dur- 
ing the thirties and shared their dreams 
about the possibilities of a life of photog- 
raphy. Capa, a man who created himself 
in an almost Byronic image of bravado, 
wit, and courage, possessed a remarkable

sense of the newsworthy. He was fasci- 
nated by the wars of this period, putting 
himself in the top rank of photojournalists 
at the age of 22 with an unforgettable 
picture of a Spanish Loyalist falling on 
the battlefield at the instant of his death 
by gunfire. “Chim” was involved in the 
reaction of ordinary humans, especially 
children, to the cruel storm in Spain that 
was to sweep Europe and Asia. Cartier- 
Bresson, a painter who used his 35-mm 
camera to express his profound feelings 
about the values of daily existence, 
trained his beautiful vision on the deci- 
sive moments in human interplay. 

All three, with miniature camera in 
hand, thought of themselves as writing a 
kind of diary of their time, an incom- 
parable sketchbook. They understood the 
special potentialities of the 35-mm to cope 
with the rush of news. Its speed, porta- 
bility, inconspicuous appearance, capacity 
to take many pictures, and above all its 
ability to convey a sense of the true light 
of the moment gave them the means to 
perfect a better kind of photography, the 
better to record the world around them 

They wanted men to know by telling 
the truth as best they could through their 
own unique personalities and not as mere 
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appendages of the newspaper game. “We 
never wanted perfect reporters,’ says 
Ernst Haas, examining the inspiration of 
the Magnum founders with whom he 
later joined forces. “We wanted seekers 
after the timeless in the event.” 

World War II scattered the three men: 
Capa to America and then back to Eu- 
rope to cover the Liberation (a story 
told with marvelous verve in his book

In and Out of Focus); Chim, a G.I. in the 
American army; Cartier-Bresson, taken 
prisoner by the Germans after the fall of 
France. Then, at an unexpected reunion 
following the liberation of Paris, they 
exchanged congratulations and made 
more definite plans. 

In the Spring of 1947, they incor- 
porated themselves in New York. This 
initial Magnum group consisted of Car- 
tier-Bresson, Capa, Seymour, George 
Rodger (an Englishman who does his 
major work on the African continent), 
ex-Life photographer William Vandivert 
(later to drop out), and Maria Eisner, 
Magnum’s first business manager. Later, 
a Paris company was established, thus 
giving Magnum headquarters convenient 
to all the great picture markets of Europe 
and America. 

The first five years of Magnum were 
marked by the growing pains inevitable 
to a small business with a small amount 
of capital (an initial purse of $400 each!) 
and great dreams of injecting a new 
spirit in the strangely tradition-bound 
field of picture journalism. 

What Magnum in its early days could 
offer to poereemenats who wished to join, 


was a little more than a sense of commu- 
nity and a sharing of ideals. The original 
Magnum trio plus George Rodger re- 
mained steadfast through years in which 
the dimensions of Magnum changed swift- 
ly. Those who left after a short stay 
often had good professional reasons to do 
so. Magnum, pursuing its ideal, break- 
ing new ground, making tactical errors, 
simply could not guarantee to sustain 
highly-paid professionals in the style to 
which they had grown accustomed or 
were hopeful of achieving. And, tem- 
peramentally, not all the younger pho- 
tographers needed the special kind of 
family feeling built into Magnum from 
the beginning by its mother-hen, Bob 
Capa. To this day Magnum guarantees 
no fixed income to its photographers. It 
simply assumes that members, the ma- 
jority of whom are shareholders, will 
work as a matter of course for the benefit 
of the group and in this way further 
their own security. The photographers, 
each giving the same commission to Mag- 
num, are not employees; they own the 
place. And, because the accent is on in- 
dividual achievement rather than any 
oppressive, impersonal “team spirit,” 
there are few serious quarrels over who 
gets what job or what share of attention. 
At least, this has been the case in recent 
years. 

Because of Magnum’s struggle to sur- 
vive and the feeling of its founders that 
they must venture boldly if at all, it was 
a grandiose project involving all of their 
energies that proved the making of the 
organization. This was the first of what 
Magnum calls its “World Series” projects. 
Engineered by Capa, the Youth of the 
World proposed to examine the new gen- 
eration springing up around the world at 
the half-century date of 1950. Great de- 
mands on the faith and imagination of 
editors were required to justify the as- 
signment of almost all the Magnum pho- 
tographers to long, expensive journeys in 
remote parts of the world. 

Magnum’s very existence rested on the 
success of this first “World Series.” After 
thousands of dollars and months of re- 
search and shooting had been invested, 
Capa withdrew the story from the mag- 
azine that had originally agreed to back 
it because the editors proposed radical 
cuts. Six suspenseful months later, Capa 
sold the series to Holiday. This began a 
particularly fruitful relationship with 
that magazine, leading to other ll- 
Magnum ventures like Women of the 
World and Generation of Children. 

The gamble had been won and now 
Magnum felt it could proceed with rea- 
sonable security. Youth of the World 
quite literally put Magnum on the map 
not only because of its intrinsic worth 
but more importantly because it gave the 
younger Magnum members the oppor- 
tunity to create an incomparable file of 
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picture stories on areas like India, China, 
and Africa that had flamed into promi- 
nence after the end of the war. 

The pressure of events and assignments 
compelled Magnum to learn quickly, 
taught it to deal more efficiently with 
fast-breaking news as well with stories 
of deeper significance, got its photog-

raphers on the spot, and convinced edi- 
tors that a Magnum photographer could 
be depended on to return with a story if 
one existed. 

New names were added to the core, 
fulfilling the original concept of Magnum 
as a proving ground for young photog- 
raphers as well as the inevitable, event- 
ual home for certain of the already great 
names in photography. In 1950, the Swiss 
Werner Bischof and the Austrian Ernst 
Haas joined; in 1951, Americans Dennis 
Stock, Eve Arnold and Erich Hartmann. 
Elliot Erwitt joined in 1953, Bob’s brother 
Cornell in 1954, W. Eugene Smith in 
1955. Other Magnum members who have 
since joined are Burt Glinn (U. S.), 
Inge Morath (Austria), Mare Riboud 
(France), Brian Brake (New Zealand), 
Erich Lessing (Austria), Kryn Taconis 
(Netherlands), and Associate Member 
Rene Burri (Switzerland). 

The diverse, international backgrounds 
of Magnum members give the corpora- 
tion a competitive edge not only because 
of the ease with which it can cover the 
world in terms of language and under- 
standing but also because of Magnum’s 
relatives and friends in high and low 
places who act as informal news serv- 
ices, tapping out a kind of Morse Code of 
global sorrows and joys. 

At the moment there are 15 full time 
members, one Associate and seven con- 
tributors who work independently but 
have no other agent than Magnum. 
(These are Ansel Adams, Philippe Hals- 
man, Dorothea Lange, Russell Lee, Her- 
bert List, Wayne Miller, and Edward 
Weston.) 

Magnum feels quite strongly that it has 
almost reached its optimum proportions 
in terms of the number of office workers 
to the number of working photographers. 
And while young photographers who 
have some very special talent will al- 
ways be seen, no essential changes in the 
numbers of the group are planned for 
a long time to come. 

All Magnum photographers give a basic 
36 percent of their earnings to the cor- 
poration and in turn, own shares of stock 
proportionate to their years with the 
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group. Associate Members are voted on 
at the end of a year’s trial. If they are 
not admitted as full members at that 
time, their status may be continued for 
an additional year. Qualifications for full 
membership are journalistic and photo- 
graphic ability and suitable personality. 

This last quality is measured by Mag- 
num on the basis of a question: “If this 
man preceded me on a journey to Bali 
or wherever, would I still be welcome or 
would he have pushed around so many 
people, made so many tempers raw, that 
I'd be thrown out on my ear?” 

To direct what was fast becoming a 
major editorial operation, in 1953 Mag- 
num asked John Morris, former picture 
editor of the Ladies’ Home Journal and 
an old friend of the Magnum founders 
from the days of the Battle of France, to 
join them as Executive Editor. Morris 
writes a weekly newsletter to all Mag- 
num members and, with Inge Bondi, 
sends specific personal “snippets” criticis- 
ing and evaluating the work and plans of 
individuals. His general direction of edi- 
torial planning and his knowledge of 
editorial realities in the market place 
makes him one of the prime cohesive 
factors in Magnum’s table of organization. 
A shareholder himself, he is in the unique 
position, possible only in a cooperative 
enterprise, of “leading” a group of inde- 
pendent equals. 

The office staff works in the closest pos- 
sible contact with the photographers. In 
a pinch, which is not infrequent, photog- 
raphers who walk into either the New 
York or Paris office may be hastily re- 
cruited for some clerical task. This helps 
to give the Magnum offices, despite their 
cosmopolitan location, a bit of the air of 
a large and jolly country kitchen. 

After the secure establishment of Mag- 
num as a working body, three death 
blows shook its foundations. In 1954 
Werner Bischof was killed on assignment 
in Peru when his truck plunged from a 
dangerous mountain road. Within a few 
days, half-way across the world in Indo- 
China, the great Capa was felled by a 
land mine. In 1956 Chim was killed just 
after the Suez cease-fire. Capa and Chim 
were killed in the wars they abhorred 
but to which they had voluntarily com- 
mitted themselves as witnesses. 

Ernst Haas was on assignment in Africa 
at the time of Capa’s and Bischof’s deaths. 
He had the extraordinarily bad fortune 
to receive simultaneous telegrams an- 
nouncing the fates of his two friends. 
“That they should die was impossible, was 
my first thought,” he says. “It took me 
years to believe it. I couldn’t believe it. It 
was the kind of blow that kills or creates, 
that makes or breaks you. I thought of 
Capa and all he had done for me. He 
wanted me to fulfill myself and he un- 
derstood what fulfillment meant better 
than anyone else. When I made a first big 
‘success’ with the story of New York in 
color, I knew that I would be in demand 
by editors here, that everything would 
be easy for me if I came to the States. 
But Capa said, ‘Why do you want to be 
praised. It’s a bore. Go to Indo-China.’ 
He wanted me to make it difficult for 
myself. He knew that was the only way 
to learn.” 


Magnum had come of age. It felt bound 
together as a community, knowing once 
and for all that if for any reason it should 
ever fall on dark days and be forced to 
dissolve, it would die as an organism, 
not as a business 

Recently, the very close interdepend- 
ence of the Magnum members so charac- 
teristic of its early years has given way 
to a more open kind of give and take 
with increased responsibilities resting on 
the individual’s shoulders. Now, instead 
of the driving personality of a Capa with 
his overwhelming sense of History, there 
are more heated arguments and friendly 
teasing among equals—all to the end of 
greater fulfillment for the photographer. 

Morris is particularly happy to see the 
photographers latch onto pet ideas which 
can be developed into assignments. He 
knows that a photographer is always at 
his best shooting something that interests 
him. Approximately one half of Mag- 
num’s stories originate with members or 
from leads uncovered by the staff. The 
rest, of course, are straight editorial as- 
signments. And while members’ projects 
have included architectural, industrial, 
and advertising work, Magnum’s basic 
policy is to keep its journalistic core from 
getting lost in the shuffle of purely com- 
mercial activities. 

At the moment this is being written a 
Magnum photographer is aboard the 
S. S. Flandre en route home to France; 
another is working on a color assignment 
in Hollywood; another is photographing 
the Basque country in Spain and then 
will go to Berlin for coverage of an archi- 
tectural congress; others are in Puerto 
Rico and Marrakech and Stockholm; one 
has just completed a hazardous journey 
through the Sahara and is now hard at 
work in England editing his contact 
sheets. 

In a few weeks they will be in still 
other parts of the world or maybe even 
taking a vacation from the old round of 
Paris, Zurich, Bangkok, Honolulu, Rio 
de Janeiro, etc. Maybe. On the other 
hand it is probably more likely that they 
will still be struggling to put an image on 
paper of some incident or face that will 
say: “This is how it looked to the heart, 
the eye and the brain of a man with a 
camera.”— 
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image from the membrane the 
system is focused briefly on a _ bright 
white clearing light.

titles of radio and television programs, 
with the actual announcers’ 
viding the sound for movies of your 
friends. Take an old clip from movies 
you made of a friend’s wedding. While 
the bride and groom are sealing it with a 
kiss on the screen, the tape announces, 
“Valiant Lady,” “Search for Tomorrow,” 
or any one of the other apropos soap 
operas. 

If someone in your audience is named 
John, and he’s not too easily offended, 
you might tape the announcement from 
John’s Other Wife, and play it back while 
projecting a film of some zoo animal you 
might have photographed at one time or 
another. 

A point that must be coming across by 
now is the fact that successful fun film 
takes a certain amount of careful plan- 
ning. The amount you do depends on the 
amount of time you want to invest in it. 
You can throw one together hastily, and 
it will come out a lot of fun. But with a 
little extra work, it can become some- 
thing that will be long remembered as a 
party highlight. 

So far, we've discussed the use of 
familiar faces with appropriate tape re- 
cordings. A little more complex, but well 
worth the trouble, is the addition of 
familiar voices. These can be candid or 
planned, but if they’re planned, keep the 
speaker from knowing what the record- 
ings are going to be used for

to test her voice, and have her read a 
few lines of Shakespeare into your micro- 
phone. You couple this tape with a film 
strip of her doing something completely 
mundane like making potato salad or 
weeding the garden. This is an example 
of the basic incongruity that’s bound to 
get the reaction you're after. The idea 
of anyone’s reciting Shakespeare while 
peeling potatoes or pulling up weeds is 
funny enough, but it becomes a riot when 
it’s someone everyone in the audience 
knows, particularly if she’s sitting in the 
room while the show is going on. 

Ask a friend to say, “Let me out of 
here,” four times for the tape recorder, 
putting the emphasis on a different word 
each time. The sound is pretty frantic. 
He’ll sound even more hysterical if, while 
the tape is playing, you project a film of 
him upside down. And if he’s in a car or 
something, so much the funnier. 

Some people might like to use sound 
for the actual basis of their fun films. 
The idea being to record the sounds as 
the opportunities arise and then couple 
them with films for a combination of gen- 
eral slapstick comedy. 

Radio sound effects are, of course, ideal. 
But much more realism can be obtained 
from the everyday sounds which have be- 
come so familiar we hardly notice them. 

Here’s a list of sounds available to any- 
one, and some suggested pictures to go 
with them.

(Speeding up the 
projector for this one makes it even 
livelier.) 

A honking horn—someone blowing his 
nose. 

The sound of a hard-to-start motor— 
someone getting out of bed. 

A creaky door—someone doing exer- 
cises. 

The crowing of a rooster—someone’s 
lips moving, as if speaking. 

The above situations are funny, in 
themselves, but for the absolute comedy 
value they must show familiar faces in 
each instance. 

Don’t forget the various tricks that can 
be accomplished by the projector itself— 
films run backwards, upside down, fast, 
or slow. These will come in quite handy 
during the actual showing of the fun film. 

An important thing to keep in mind is 
the question of synchronization between 
sound and film. This might not be too 


easy for various reasons, not the least im- 
portant of which is that the voltage or 
ordinary electrical current varies from 
time to time. 

Therefore, to simplify the showing, as 
well as the assembling and splicing, pre- 
pare a list of all the sounds and sights 
you're going to use in your show. From 
the list, prepare a simple script. Then, 
make your tape with numbers to corre- 
spond to the various sections of the script. 

Your script might look like this: 

Sight Sound 
(1) Father drinking (1) Waterfall—10 
coffee — 18 sec- seconds 
onds 
(2) John sleeping— 
15 seconds 

And so on. 

The problem would be, then, to flick 
off the recorder switch before the tape 
gets to number two; or to slow down the 
tape so that the sound will last as long 


(2) Sawing wood 
—15 seconds 


as the picture. But you must keep in 
mind that the house current could foul 
up your time schedule, so listen for the 
first sound of wood-sawing. If it should 
come ahead of schedule, you must switch 
off the sound track for as long as it takes 
father to finish his coffee. Then switch it 
on again for the sleeping scene. 

A handy gadget to insure precision 
while switching the tape on and off is to 
attach your enlarger foot switch to the 
recorder. 

There’s one other thing that will help 
wrap up the whole evening as one to re- 
member—the use of titles. The proper 
titles will make the show overwhelm- 
ingly funny. And they'll serve another 
important function. They'll give you time, 
between sections of film, to get your tape 
recorder caught up with your movie pro- 
jector; and the few seconds of transition 
will serve to get the audience’s mind off 
one laugh and ready for the next.—
